MORE TESTIMONY ABOUT OUT- 
RAGES. 

AN@THER NEWSPAPER’ CONTEMPT CASE 
—A FARMER KILLED AFTER BEING 
DENOUNCED BY A PRIEST. 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—When the: Parnell Commis- 
sion met this morning Mr. R. T. Reed, M. P., one 
of the counsel for the Parnellites, called the 
attention of the court to a placard issued by 
the Shefiield Telegraph on which are printed the 
words, “The Loaague Murder Ring,” *‘ Confes- 

.8ion in Open Court.” Presiding Justice Hannen 
requested that the matter be embodied in an 
‘affidavit and submitted to the court. 
The taking of evidence was then resumed, 
Capt. Plunkett, Chief ofthe Cork police, testi- 
fied as to the perpetration of outrages. He said 
he knew of no support given to tenants in their 
non-payment of reut and resistance te evietion 
’except that given by the Land and National 

Leagues. Matters had improved since the pass- 

age of the Coercion act. 

Referring to the further disclosure of docu- 
Meuts Mr. Asquith of ceunsel for Mr. Parneil 
said that, after a consultation with Sir Charles 
Russell it had beenfdecided not to press the in- 
spection ef the alleged fac simile letters of Mr. 
varoell 

Capt. Plunkett, on cross-examinatien, created 
® sensation by stating that he nad heard Father 
- U'Conpor, the parish priest of Firies, denounce 
at acattle sale a farmer named Cartin, and 
thata week later the farmer was murdered. 
Father O’Cennor did not name Curtin, but he 
alluded to him insuch a way that there sould 
pe no mistake as to whom he meant. 

Replying to Mr. Davitt, the witness admitted 
that he had met secretly in Cork in 1883 the 
Irish-American, McDermott. He declined 
to say whether er not he knew McDermott as a 

»paid agent of the police. French, the head of 
the detective force, also met McDermott. The 
witness did not know that French had paid Mc- 

Dermott money to concoct dynamite plots.

GERMANY’S AFRICAN INTERESTS. 

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—The East Africa bill was 
submitted to the Bundesrath to-day. It is en- 
titled ‘“‘A biil for the protection of German 
interests and eombating the slave trade in East 
Africa.” It asks a grant of 2,000,000 marks. 
The task of executing the provisions of the 
bill is jintrusted to a commission whieh shall 
have the right to supervise the proceedings 
of the East Africa Company. Regarding the 
proposed expedition, the bill authorizes the 
Cnaneellor to draw the necessary money from 
the imperial funds. The preamble declares 
that the guiding principles of the German colo- 
nial poliey as discussed and approved by the 
Reichstag in 18834 and 1885 eontinue un- 
changed. 

Well-informed persons diseredit the report 
that the Reichstag wi!l be asked to grant 8,000,- 
000 marks for the expenses of Lieut. Wissman’s 
last African expedition. The amount, they say, 
will be less than that aum. It is 
expected that during the debate on the 
East Africa bill, Lieut. Wissman will furnish 
the details of his expedition. Prince Bisma:ck 
will confine himself to its pelitical aspects. 
Theusands of persons are applying for permis- 
sion to aceompany the expedition, but Lieut. 
Wissmaan wili take only a few whites.

A GLADSTONIAN VICTORY. 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—In the Parliamentary elec- 
tion in the Govan division to-day, Mr. Wilson 
(Gladatonian) received 4,420 votes and Mr. 
Pender (Unionist) 3,349. In the last centest 


Pearce (Conservative) received 3,574 and Dick- 
son (Gladstonian) 3,212. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—The result of the Govan 
election oceasioned much rejoicing among the 
Liberals eof Glasgow and Edinburgh. The 
crowds that had gathered in front of the news- 
paper offices received the announcement of the 
Liberal victory with frantic cheers. The Tories 
are dismayed. It is theught that the Ulster 
orators spoiled Sir John Pender’s chances. 
The defeat of the Conservative candidate is 
considered a heavy blow to the Government. 
The Tory papers refer sadly to the result, while 
the Datly Nets is jubilant. 

The Standard aays: ‘Unionists will not cen- 
ceal regret at the contrelemps, which, theugh 
roreseen, is undeniably inopportune.’”’ 

The Jimes says that there is ground for regret 
at the result, but no ground for disappointment. 


THE GEFFCKEN-MORIER AFFAIR. 

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—The Cologne Gazetie pub- 
lishes an anonymous letter stating in effect that 
Ceunt Solms-Sonnerwaldes, the German Min- 
ister at Madrid, confirmed Major vom Deines re- 
port on the Morier affair. The letter also hints 
that Count Solms said that Gen. Bazaine, dur- 
ing the last days of his life, often wandered in 
mind, and would ouly have written a denial at 
someone’s dictation. 

The Post says that a letter written by Baron 
Roggenbach to Pref. Geffeken in the Autumn of 
1888, shows that Geffeken had consulted the 
Baron about the publication of the extracts 
trom Frederick’s diary, and that Roggenback 
had advised him against the publication until 
the Emperer saw the original. The Baren re- 
marks in the letter that he was curieua to know 


what impression the perusal of the diary would 
make on the court. 


AORN 
SPAIN AND THE UNITED STATES. 

MADRID, Jan. 18.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day Sefior Lastresa, Conservative, criticised 
the Government negotiations with America re- 
garding the Mora Cuban compensation claim. 


In reply the Minister of Foreign Affairs depre- 
cated debate on the subject as inopportune, the 
negotiations not hdving been completed. He 
said that the Cortes would be consulted at the 
proper time.

ernment is trying to set eff Spanish claims for 
damages sustained in the war of secession in 
the United States against the Mora compensa- 
tion claim. 


THE LONDON COUNTY ELECTIONS. 

LonNpDoN, Jan. 18.—The Londen county elec- 
tiohs have been completed. Of the 118 mem- 
bers 70 are reformers, including Lord Rosebery, 
Sir John Lubbock, Lady Sandnurst, Mr. Harris

The centests 
did not involve politics, but the large propor- 
tion of Liberals returned causes rejoicing in the 
party as indicating a change of opinion in the 
metropolis.

The 
Admiral commanding the German squadron 
has landed a force at Dar-es-Salam for the pur- 
pose of garrisoning the plaec. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Paris, Jan. 18.—The strikers at Origny are 
reserting to riotous demonstrations. They 
have set fire to one factory and seriously dam- 
aged others. A detachment of soldiers has been 
sent to suppress the rioters. 

A young woman and aman from Lyons were 
found dead in a room in a hote! at Monte Carlo 
to-day. Ina letter toa friend they said they 
had snffered losses at the gaming tables and in- 
tended to commit suicide teugether. 

The Campsignu Committee of M. Jacques, the 
opponent of Gen. buuianger iu the Department 
of the Seine, publishes daily a list ofthe dona- 
tions to the election fund. M. Cernuschi heads 
the list with 10,0U0f. The total amount sub- 
scribed is 50,000f, 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—A shock of earthquake was 
felt to-day in a portien of the Leith Valley and 
in Western Edinburgh, but no damage was done. 

An explosion of firedamp occurred to-day in 
the Hyde Colliery, near Manehester. Thirty per- 
sous were killed.

He had an andience 
of two hours’ duration with Emperor Francis 
Joseph, and afterward visited other members ef 
the royal family and was visited by them in re- 
tura. In the evening Crown Prince Rudalph 
gave & banquet in honor of Prince Alexander. 

MADRID, Jan. 18.—The Conservatives and 
Catholics of the Madrid Academy, led by Sefior 
Canovas, have elected an almost unknown 
Professor, defeating the novelist, Galdos, who 
was supported by the Castelar party.

JOHNS HOPKINS UNIVERSITY. 


PLANS FOR RELIEVING IT OF FINAN- 
CIAL DIFFICULTIES 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 18.—Friends ef Johns Hop- 
kins University are considering plans to aid it 
financially. Seven gentlemen have offered to 
give $5,000 each, provided a fund of $100,000 
is subscribed. When Johns Hopkins left seven 
millions for the university and hospital to bear 
his name, the bequest ineluded 17,500 shares of 
Baltimore and Ohio stock. At that time the 
stoek was worth nearly $200 a share, the par 
value being $100, and it yielded a net annual 
ineome of $175,000. This, with the universi- 
ty’s other income, was more than enough to 
pay all the expenses of the institution, and a 
surplus fund was accumulated. 

Two years ago the Baltimore and Ohio deals 
began. The true finaneial condition of the road 
was published and the dividends ceased. It was 
an unexpested loss to the university as well as 
@ most serious ons. Since that time the surplus 
fund has been used and economies have been 
practiced, 

Recently, the Professors, led by President 
Gilman, voluntarily reduced their salaries, and 
President Gilman gave up his residences, the old 
te Hopkins mansion, which is now rented for 
etfices. 

Se far the work of the university has gone on 
as usual,but the institution is in need of money, 
and for that purpose various plans have been 
considered. The suggestion of endowments has 
as yet produced no resulta, but something is ex- 
pected of it. The Baltimore and Ohio stock 
owned by it is worth about $1,500,000, at eur- 
rent quotations, but itis unproductive. A fund 
of $100,000, such as is contemplated, would 
tide over any difficulticos untill the payment of 
dividends is resumed. 





AN UNQUIET SECTION. 


THE GOVERNOR OF MISSISSIPPI ISSUES 
URGENT ORDERS. 

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 18.—In connection with 
the Wahalak troubles Gov. Lowry to-day re- 
ceived the first official information in the shape 
of a telegram from the Sheriff of Noxubee Coun- 
ty. It read as follows: 

“No mob law in this county. Some clan- 
destine acts in Kemper County anda en line. 
Negroes leaving Kemper and coming to Shuqu- 
lak. The burning is dune by parties living out- 
side of this ceunty. I am investigating with a 
view of bringing the parties to justice and will 
ferret it out.” 

This telegram was inspired by Gov. Lowry’s 
letter of a few daysago. The telegram was to- 
day repeated by the Governor to the Sheriff of 
Kemper County, with the following additional 
instructions: 

I urge that you not only visit the vieinity 
in your county, but go to Shuqulak, see flee- 
ing parties and citizens there, especiaily Cham- 
berlin, and have affidavits made and ar- 
rest every man in yvuur county that 
been engaged in such violation of law. 
Your sworn duty and the good name of your 
county demand yeur prompt and energetic 
actien. Summon sufficient force to execute 
the law, and ajl extra expense that you may 
incur will be paid here. In the faithfn) dis- 
charge of your duty I will give you all the aid 
and support conferred en the Executive by the 
Constitution and laws. Wire me at my expense. 

, ROBERT LOWRY, Governer. 

The Chamberlin referred to is the man who 

first reported the lawlessness to the Governor. 





MANY LIVES IN DANGER. 

8ST. Pau, Minn., Jan. 18.—Late this after- 
noon this city was visited by a disastrous fire 
and, as @ result, the Omaha Railroad general 
offices have been temporarily removed to an- 
other part of the city. 

The flames started in the basement of the 
building occupied by the railroad offiees, shot 
up the elevator, and soon great volumes of 


smoke were pouring from the fourth floor of 
the building, and the flames soon ate through 
the roof, % 

Persons on the lower floora easily escaped, 
but the clerks on the third floor had some nar- 
row escapes, and many lost all their wraps. 
Two messengers jumped from the second-story 
window, One of them, Frank Peterson, cut his 
head badly, while the other, named Ferdman, 
broke aleg. Three others were injured by falls 
—one of them, @ telegrapher named Tracy, 
breaking his leg. 

Tho flames were confined to tbe third and 
fourth flours, aud it is thought the loss will 
not exceed $40,000, which is covered by insur- 
ance. 





MISS ROSALIE BOOTH'S FUNERAL. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 18,—Miss Rosalie Anz Booth, 
an elder sister of Mr. Edwin Booth, was buried 
to-day in Greenmount Cemetery, ia the family 
plot, in which are the graves of Junius Brutus 
Booth and J. Wilkes Booth. Many persons con- 
gregated around the entrance gate, but the rule 
shutting outallexcept let owners was enferced, 
and the curiosity seekers were shut out. A 
small crowd of lot owners gathered at a respect- 
ful distence and witnessed the ceremonies, 

The Rev. Perezrine Wroth read the burial 
service of the Protestant Episcopal Ghurch. 
Mrs. D. C. Anderson of New-York, at whose 
house Miss Boeth had lived. who was Miss 
Booth’s intimate personal friend, strewed the 
easket with Marechal Nellroses. Mr. Booth and 
the others added flewere, and when the graves 
was covered it was crowned with a wreath of 
evergreen and smilax, the tokenof Mr. Law- 
rence Barrett. 

Mr. Edwin Booth afterward visited the graves 
of his recently-deceased sister, the wife of John 
Sleeper Clarke, and of his other sister, Mrs. 
Susan Hyde, and decorated both with flowers. 





KILLED ON THE TRAOK. 

ULsTeR Park, N. Y., Jan. 18.—Benjamin 
Post, a farmer of this place, was killed on the 
West Shore Railroad near here last evening. 
With two other men he was waiking on the 
track. To avoid a train approaching on the 
south-bound track they stepped on the northern 
track. Another ‘train approached unobserved 
on the latter. Post was thrown dewh an em- 
bankment. The othertwo men escaped, Post 
leaves a widow and five children.

THE HOUSK VUTES TO ADMIT 
FIVE STATES. . 

A MAJORITY OF FORTY-SIX IN FAVOR OF: 

THE OMNIBUS BILL—MR. MORTON 


VISITS THE SENATE AND HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The omnibus. substi- 
tute for the Senate bill to admit Dakota to the 
Union was passed by the House this afternoon 
by the vote of 144 to 98. The bill as passed 
provides for the admission of Dakvuta as one or 
two States, to be decided by a preliminary elec- 
tion, and for the admission of Montana, Wash- 
ington, and New-Mexico. The Republicans were 
determined from the outset to resist the pas- 
sage of anything except the Senate bill relating 
to Dakota, and the Democrats were united to- 
day in support of the omnibus propesition to 
make States of North and South Dakota, Mon- 
tana, Washington, and New-Mexieco. An early 
vote was taken upon the motion of Mr. Mac- 
donald of Minnesota to substitute his bill ad- 
mitting South Dakota at onee and enabling 
Nortb Dakota to come in later. It was lost by 
& vote of 117 to 122, Mr. Macdonald being sup- 
ported by ouly one Demverat, Mr. Tarsney of 
Michigan. 

Anew amendment by Mr. Springer author- 
izing Seuth Dakota to vote for or against the 
ratification of the Sioux Falls Constitution of 
1885 was brought forward. Mr. Springer was 
impatient and invoked the hastening order for 
the previous question. The Kepublieans wantea 
more time and se they abstained from voting. ° 
There was *‘no quorum” and Mr. Springer at 
ouce gave in, Opening the way for more amend- 
ments and more discussion. Then Mr. Springer 
was accused, cuardedly, of having been lack- 
ing in candor, of making @ pretense of getting 
Dakota in while he was ouly delaying the ad- 
mission of the State by compelling the Territo- 
ry to come back to Congress to ask that body 
to pass upon its Censtitution, and also to ask 
again fer admission. Amendments were ap- 
proved authurizing the President, by proclama- 
tion, to admit Montana, Washington, and New- 
Mexico as soon as they have complied with the 
terms of the bill. 

Mr. Dougherty of Florida created some amuse- 
ment by offering au amendment to include Utah 
and Arizona among the Territeries to be admit- 
ted. He was declared out of order, but he was 
permitted te say that he would have kept out 
other Territories because .they were Repub- 
lican and letin those because they were Dem- 
ocratic. He thought an ‘“‘omuibus” bill that did 
not carry everything was badly named. If he 
had his way he would keep out the Republican 
Territories until after the next Presidential 
election. According to Mr. Dougherty the peo- 

le of Utah were awong the best of Democrats 
n the country, a declaration that provoked loud 
and unrestricted laughter and applause on the 
Republican side. The resusal to admit Utah he 
considered only & sample of the bad leadership 
that had brought the Democratie Party to its 
present condition. 

The Republican prepositions to amend hav- 
ing been all disposed ot, the previous question 
was allowed to be ordered at 3 o’clock, and the 
Springer subatitute was adopted by a yea and 
nay vote, 133 Democrats voting for it and 120 
Republicans voting against it. When Mr. 
Springer called for the previous question on the 
passage of the bill and amendments, Mr, Baker 
of New-York moved the recommittal of the bill, 
with instructions that it be reported back in 
such form as to provide for the immediate ad- 
mission of South Dakota and giving enabling 
acta to North Dakota, Montana, and Washing- 
ton. Tne roll was called on this motion; and it 
was lost—116 to131. On the passage of the 
bill, Messrs. Browne, Cheadle, and Steele of 
Indiana, Holmes of Iowa, Long and Rockwell of 
Massachusetts, O’Donnel! of Michigan, and Sey- 
mour of Connecticut, Republicans, voted with 
the Democrats. 

There seems to be every probability that the 
Omnibus bili will be reported favorably to the 
Senate, notwithstanding that the Senate Com- 
mittee on Territories is Republican and the 
Republicans of the House generally opposed the 
bill The Senate committee consists of nine 
members, five Kepublicans and feur Democrats; 
but one of the Republicans is Mr. Stewart of 
Nevada, and he says that he isin favor of tho 
admission of Montana, Washington, and New- 
Mexico, and he may be expected te vote with 
the Democrats for the Springer substitute. 
When it gets into the Senate Mr. Sanford, who 
favors the admission of New-Mexico, will be 
counted on to support the measure. Another 
Senator who has éxpressed himself as favorable 
to the omnibus measure is Mr. Quay. If these 
three Senators are not constrained to change 
their minds, as they do not expect to be, the 
extended bill will easily get through the Senate. 


Mr. Levi P. Morton’s visit to the Senate wing 
of the Capitol to-day was not announced in ad- 
vance, but he could find no fault with his re- 


ception. He was entitled to admission to the 
Senate Chamber under a special resolution 
passed two or three weeks ago, and Mr. William 
Walter Pheips took him into the room by the 
eastern entrance, which brought him to the 
Republican side of the chamber. Mr. Quay’s 
seat is just In front of the door, and he was the 
first to grasp Mr. Morton’s hand. Mr. Hiscoek, 
who aita next to the Pennsylvania Senator, was 
only an instant behind him in greeting the 
Vice-Presidenat-elect. Mr. Sherman hastily 
joined the group, and after him came, in quick 
order, Mr. Paddock, Mr. Delph, Mr. Sawyer, and 
haifa dozen others, 

The conversation was carried on in such loud 
tones that Mr. Ingalls, who will Qand his gavel 
over to Mr. Morton on March 4, rapped for 
order. This carried Mr. Morton toa sota, where 
he and Mr. Sherman had a quiet chat. Ina few 
moments the Hon. Timothy J. Campbell stepped 
up. and Mr,..Sherman fied precipitately to his 
seat. Mr. Quay next enjoyed a littie talk with 
Mr. Morton, aud then six or eight Senators sur- 
rounded the sofa. This brought dewn the pre- 
siding oflicer’s gavel again, ani finally Mr. Mor- 
ton was escorted intvu the Republican cloak- 
room, where he could greet his friends without 
incurring the displeasure of Mr. Ingalis. After 
a short stay in the cloakroom Mr. Merton left 
the plaee, and the Republican Senaters returned 
to pay more or less attention to the pending 
tariff debate. 

Mr. Morton afterward paid a visit to the 
House, where he stood behind one of the screens 
while the vote was being taken en the motion 
to recommit the Dakota bill, and was sur- 
rounded for half an hour by an admiring 
throng of Republican members. ‘ : 


Senator Hiscock walked inte the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s room in the Capitol to-day accompanied 
by a venerable old gentleman, who carried a 
brown-paper parcel in his hand. As Mr, In- 
galis, who occupies the room because he is the 
Acting President of the Senate, rose to greet 
Mr. Hiscoek, the latter introduced his cem- 
panion as Mr. James 8. T. Stranahan, who was 
a member of Congress over 30 years ago. Mr. 
Stranshan handed to Mr. Ingalls the parcel, 
and when the Kansas Senater had séen that it 
coutained the Electoral votes of the State of 
New-York for President and Viee-President of 
the United States, to bring which was. the ob- 
ject ef Mr. Stranahan’s visit, he gave a receipt 
for the package and Mr. Strauahan retired. 


Gov. Caleb W. West of Utah was heard by the 
House Committee on Territories to-day in oppo- 
sition to the admission of Utah Territory as a 


State of the Union. He appeared, he said, as 
the Governor of the Territory, and as such he 
ought not to have auy prejudice against the 
people. Duty, henor, and manhood required 
that he should be perfeetly fair and honest in 
all that he sheuld say on the subject. He in- 
vited the committee to ask him any questions 
that suggested themselves,’and said he should 
givé a fair, honest, and candid answer, no mat- 
ter whom it hurt. He argued that Stateheod 
for Utah weuld intrench Mormenism, and he 
asked what check would there be upon the 
Legislature. If the power of Statehood should 
be granted the old non-Mormon residents 
would have to sell out at a sacrifiee and get 
away; they could not live there then and 
presper. The new nen-Mormoa residents of 
the Territory had said they would have to do 
the same thing. History shows, he said, that 
Mormons are neither Republicans nor Demo- 
crats. The allegiance o/ the Mormons is to the 
church; and if the Demoeratic Party made the 
fatal bluuder of advocating Statehood for 
Utah there was not a Territory in the North- 
west that might hereafter become a State that 
the party could hope to carry in an election. 


Gov. Beaver of Penneyivania, Chief Marshal 
of the inaugural parade, issued an order te-day 
appointing as his chief of staff Brig.-Gen. Daniel 
A. — Adjutant-General of Pennsylvania, 
and#anpnounocing that “all organizations desiring 
to participate in the parade will notify the 
headquarters on or before Feb. 20, in order that 
they may receive proper assignment in the pro- 
cession. No civic organizations will be per- 
mitted in line numbering less than 50 men. No 
organizations wearing improper costume or 
equipment will be assigned a plaee in the 
parade.”

WEST VIRGINIA’S SENATE, 


NINETY-SEVEN BALLOTS TAKEN WITH- 
OUT A RESULT. 


CHARLESTON, West Va., Jan. 18.—On the nine- 
ty-seventh ballot to-night the Senate adjourned 
without having reached an election. McCallis- 
ter and Prichard, the two refractery Democrats, 
went into caucus immediateiy before the night 
session began and agreed not to vote or effect 
an organization unless under a Democratio 
President, 

Tne Democrats are now united and will insist 
on important concessions from their opponents 
before they will help to organize. 

The Republican Senators this morning formal- 
ly acknowledged their inability to organize the 
Senate. The events ef yesterday convinced 
them of this. Although they claim 2 majority, 
at no time were they able to muster more than 
12 votes out ef 26 te eupport their caueus 
neminee. 

At the caucus held this morning Edwin Max- 
well released his friends from their obligations. 
Another effort was then made to bring the 
kickers, Carr and Minear, to terms. They came 
befere the caucus ana demanded that one of 
them be made President The demand was re- 
fused and the Republicans then turned atten- 
tien to cultivating the Democratic kickers, Mco- 
Callister and Prichard. These two refused to 
enter into any combination. Finally the Re- 
publicans determined that they would east 
their solid vote for any one of their number 
whom McCallister or Prichard wold support. 

On the eighty-seventh ballot for Presjdent 
this morning MeCallister voted for Davis. Ke- 
publican members then changed solidly to 
Davis, thus giving him a majority. McCallister, 
however, deserted Davis, and there was no elec- 
tien. A recess was taken until 7:30. During 
the intermission another strong effort to secure’ 
the support of McCallister or Prichard was 
made. It failed, and the Kepublicans then 
made proposals to the Democratic !saders. 
They even went 80 far as to pledge the rulings 
of the President when inthe chair, but none of 
the propositions were accepted. The Senate 
met again at 7:30. There was no change after 
four baliots had been taken.

CROP REPORT. 


COST OF PRODUCING WHEAT DURING 


THE PAST FIVE YEARS. 

DETROIT, Jan. 18.—The January crop report 
ot Michigan, issued by the Secretary of State, is 
devoted to the cost of producing wheat in this 
State during the past five years. The cost last 
year per acre in the southern counties was 
$13 55; central counties, $12 35;. northern 
countries, $11 53; average, $12 98. 

Deducting the value of straw and rental val- 
ues, a8 applied to plant gnd buildings, and di- 
viding by the average yield per acre, the cost ef 
producing ene bushel of the ceroal in Southern 
Miehigan last year was 66 cents; in Central 
Michigan, 65 oents; in Northern Michigan, 5719 
cents; average, 64 cents. 

The average cost per acre for five years for 
the three sections in the order named above 
was $14 75, $13 16, aud $1214, and for the 
State $14 22. This makes the average cost per 
bushel in the southern counties 66 cents; cen- 
tral, 63; northern, 60; for the State, 644. 

These figures represent the cost to farmers 
who act as correspondents for the Secretary of 
State, whese crops are believed to be somewhat 
better than the average, as they are among tho 
most progressive men in the State, and the Sec- 
retary estimates that the average cost per 
bushel in the past five years on all the farms 
would reach 70 cents. 

The average yield per acre has been in that 
period 19.28, 16.79, and 14.66 bushels in the 
three sections of the State. The lower nét cost 
in Central and Northern Michigan is attributed 
to the lower price of land and higher prices ob- 
tained for straw. The item of interest in the 
northern counties ls less than one-third, and in 
Ceutral Miebigan is also less than two-thirds 
that of the southern sections.

WHISKY TRUST, 


ALLEGED SALE OF THE ST. 
TILLERY DENIED. 

Sr. PAUL, Jan. 18.—Speaking about the alleged 
sale ofthe St. Paul Distillery Company to the 
Whisky Trust, Capt. J* H. Sanders, Treasurer of 
the company, said: 

“We have never negotiated with any persons, 
and have never thought of such athing. Itis 
true that the St. Paul Distillery Company is 
composed of bankers, merchants, and men who 
know nothing about the distilling business. It 


is not true that the distillery was built for the 
purpose of. selling out to the trust. It was 
started as and is a legitimate business venture. 
The price of spirits and high wines was not con- 
sidered. , 

‘* The cheap feeding of cattle was the sole and 
only object which the promoters had in building 
the distillery. We arenow using 2,210 bushels 
of grain a day, and can feed as high as 6,000 
head of cattle. We are now running enough 
feed into the river to feed 2,000 head, because 
Wwe haven’t the cattle on hand yet. 

**We know nothing about the trust. We start 
in a legitimate business, which is a benefit to 
the whole Nerthwest. We buy coarse grains. 
We put alcohol and Cologne spirits on the mar- 
ket. Of eourse we had to meet the reduced 
priees made by the trust or we could have 
found no market. We are not in with the trust, 
as I say, nor oppesed toit. Weare simply car- 
rying on our own business as best we can.”

TO FORM A SALT TRUST. 

DETROIT, Jan. 18.—The annual meeting of the 
Michigan Salt Association was held at East 
Saginaw yesterday. The report of Secretary 
Holland showed total sales last year to have 
been 3,300,000 barrels, with 1,800,000 barrels 
on hand. Sales are very good for this season of 
the.year, andthe prospects for a maintenance 
of prices are favorable, 

After the election of officers a long recret ses- 
sion was held, C. F. Burger, representing the 
Eastern manufacturers, being present. Their 
proceedings have not been made public, but the 
general belief is that the question of the forma- 
tion of a national salt trust was the matter un- 
der censideration. 

A Saginaw salt manufacturer said this morn- 
ing that the proposed national organization 
would be designed to keep English salt out of 
the country, and would bea Michigan salt as- 
sociation on an enlarged scale. 

As the Michigan salt interests are the largest 
in the country it is thought the pool will be er- 
ganized in a short time.

ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 
WHEELING, West Va,, Jan. 18.—A big sensa- 
tion was created in this city and vicinity to-day 
by the arrest of Peter Bougher, a resident of 
Mingo, Ohio, on the charge of murdering his 
2-year-old daughter. The crime was committed 
at Mingo in October, 1886, at the residence of 
the family, the child’s head being crushed with 
a club and the bedy buried in the eellar.

GEN. HARRISON VISITED BY 
JOHN I. DAVENPORT. 
AFTER HIS DEPARTURE THE GENERAL 
FLIES FOR RECREATION AND RE- 

LIEF TO THE BABY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 18.—President-elect Har- 
rison received a visit to-day from a very 
istinguished and mysterious New-Yorker. 
He was a dapper, boyish-looking person, 
and did not alight from the 11 o’clock 
train at the station, but jumped off at the cross- 
ing as the train entered it, carrying nothing but 
& small sachel. He hastily enterea the 
first carriage he came to, pulled down the 
curtains, and was driven hastily to the resi- 
dence of a well-known politician and State offi- 
cial. Soon after 12 o’clock he drove to Gen. Harri- 
son’s and was closeted with the President-elect 
for over an hour. Nobody else was present and 
the conference took place in a room where 
the visiter could not be seen by other callers. 
About 2 o’eloek the little stranger emerged from 
the house, furtively looked up and down the 
street, andin a second was again ensconced in 
the carriage behind the curtains. He dreve di” 
reet to the station, entered by a side door, thus 
escaping to the sleeper attached to the 2:20 
train, and was off for New-York. 

The mysterious visitor was none other than 
John IL Davenport, Supervisor of Elections in 
New-York City, who prebably came here to tell 


the President-elect of the valuable election 
services rendered by himself in the mterest of 
the Platt machine and Gen. Harrison in the 
matter of swearing in hundreds of deputies for 
the purpose of securing their votes. 

Col. A. E. Buck, Major R. D. Locke, and 
Dr. CG. W. Arneld, the Georgian promoters 
of the new South, Aad their interview 
with Gen. Harrison to-day. Col. Buck went 
first, having been sent for by Gen. “Harrison, 
and the conversation—whatever it was—had the 
effect of making him return very serions and as 
dumb as an oyster about his Cabinet prospects. 
Perhaps Gen. Harrison suggested to him that a 
recommendation signed by Senator Colquitt, 
Gov. Gordon, Henry W. Grady, and other Geor- 
xia Democrats was not just the kind of a recom- 
mendation upon which a Republican could act. 

Though Gen. Harrison and Col. Buck hada 
pleasant and instruetive talk it was in regard 
to the Southern question that Gen. Harrison 
wrote to Col. Buck to come and see him. Atter 
Col. Buck’s return Major Locke and Dr. Arnold 
called upon Gen. Harrison and gave him their 
views on the new South. All three agree that 
Gen. Harrison takes a great interest in the Bir- 
minghamw movement, especially in the phase of 
it advocatcd by them of giving them and their 
friends all the Federai offices and putting the 
protective Democrats on their good behavior, 
until 1890 at any rate,and prebably until 1892. 
Gen. Harrison told them that he was now 
writing the portion of his inaugural relating to 
the Southera question, and he desired all the 
trustworthy information possible on the subject. 

The sum and subdstance of their suggestions 
were that if the scailawag element is to prevail 
in the South whenever tbe Republicans sre in 
control of national atfairs, there is no hope of a 
permanent and commanding Republican influ- 
ence below Mason and Dixon’s line. If inde- 
pendent and protection Democrats and the bet- 
ter element of the Republicans are recegnized 
and aupported by Harrison a nucleus for a per- 
manent Republican power in the South will be 
formed, leading to the permanent division not 
only of the colored but of the white vote, and 
without this there can nover be a successful 
Southern pees and a contented South. 

Gen. and Mrs, Harrison passed the evening at 
a@ dinner party. During the day. when visitors 
were not troubling him, Gen. Harrison played 
with his grandchildren most of the time. One 
lot of callersfound him giving the girl baby, 
the youngest, born last Summer, a ride ou his 
shoulder, whereat she was crowing luatily. 


MARION, Ind., Jan. 18.—A horse buyer ‘rep- 
resenting Gen. Harrison eatme here to-day and 
bought aftine animal to match one owned by 
the President-elect. The price paid was $300. 
The animal isa handsome bay uearly 17 hands 
high and is 7 years old. The team will be taken 
to Washington to pull the Presidential equipage 
when Gen. Harrison is inaugurated. 





LUMBERMEN VERY INDIGNANT. 

DETROIT, Jan. 18.—The announcement from 
Washington that Congressman Farquhar had 
introduced a bill which prohibita the rafting on 
the lakes of logs or timber has stirred up a great 
amount of indignation ameng lumbermen who 
are directly affeeted by it. 

Large quantities of logs have been rafted at 
upper lake points for the last few years to Al- 


pena, Cheboygan, Oscoda, and Tawas and 
Muskegon, on the west side of the State, re- 
ceived several million feet last season, while 
over 200,000,000 feet wentto Saginaw River. 
Alger, Smith & Co. of Detroit have ratted an 
average of 80,000,000 feet from Black River on 
Lake Huronto Lake Erie ports for several 
years past. A goed many million feet were 


‘ also rafted by other firms to Port Huron, De- 


troit, and Toledo. 

Another effect would be to stop all rafting of 
logs from Canadian ports to be worked up by 
milla on this side, a business which was rapidly 
growing until the Canadian export duty was 
raised $1 per 1,000 feet, and even that enly 
partially checked it, 

Farquhar’s bill would stop all this and ruin a 
large number of manufacturing industries, 
hence the general indignation.

SAID TO HAVE CAUSED EDISON AND 
HIS LAWYER TO FALL OUT. 
Astory has been put in circulation re- 


_specting the business relations between Mr. 


Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, the Edison 
Electric Light Company, and Mr. John C. Tom- 
linson, the lawyer. The basis for it seems to be 
that the lawyer some mormths ago ceased to act 
as counsel for the inventor or the corporation by 
reason of a misunderstanding which, it is said, 
grew out of the sale of the phonograph patents 
to Mr. Jesse H. Lippencott of Pittsburg, since 
elected President ef the North American Pho- 
nograph Company, which also controls the 
Taintor-Bell graphophone patents. It is said 
that the negotiatione of the sale were conducted 
by Mr. Tomlinson, and the price is variously 
given at $500,000 and $750,000. 

The point of the story is that Mr. Edison was 
not satisfied with the lawyer's doings, and not 
only severed the relationship, but instigated 
similar action by the electrie light company. 
The facts are reperted to have been investigat- 
ed by a Director of the company. The rupture 
has been carefully conceal until the present 
time, and even now tie persons most interested 
refuse to furnish any information. There has 
been no litigation, and, so far as could be 
learned yesterday, there is no prospect of a 
civil or criminal action. 

The legal representative of the North Ameri- 
can Phonograph Company is autnerity for the 
statement that the comporation or the sub- 
eompanies are in no way implicated,as the 
breach occurred before the parent charter was 
obtained in July. Mr. Tomlinson only returned 
from Europe recently, and both he and Mr. 
Edison appear to be very much annoyed at the 
publieity given their private affairs.

CoLuMBo0sS, Ohio, Jan. 18.—The Rev. Dr. J. M. 
Kendrick was to-day Inaugurated and qualified 
to the position of Bishop of New-Mexico and 
Arizona. The exercises took place at the Trin- 
ity Episcopal Church and attracted a large gath- 
ering, not only from this city, but from various 
sections of the State. Bishop Kendrickis a 
graduate of Marietta College, studied law in 
New-York, but gave that up, went to Gambier, 
where he commenced his studies for the minis- 
try.

When the Rev. Charles Babcock 
left Trinity Church recently he took his posi- 
tion temporarily and has filled it until the pres- 
ent time. Me is an indefatigable worker and is 
loved ard respeeted by all who knew him.

JUSTICE FAILS ONCE MORE 


AND “SILVER-DOLLAR” SMITH 
ESOAPES INDICTMENT. 
THE ALBANY GRAND JURY DISMISSES 

THE CASE IN SPITE OF STRONG 


TESTIMONY—NEW LAWS NEEDED. 

ALBANY, Jan. 18.—The first case brought to 
the notice of the Grand Jury when it assem- 
bled this morning was that charging Charles 
Smith, familiarly known as “Silver Dollar” 
Smith, with perjury in taking the oath of office 
as Assemblyman from the Eighth District of 
New-York. The charge was presented by Dis- 
trict Attorney Reilly for the Reform Club of 
New-York. To the surprise of everybody con- 
versant with the facts of the case, the jury 
failed to find an indictment and dismissed the 
ease by a unanimous vote. It is another and 
strong plea, ifene be needed, for an immediate 
reformation of the laws governing elections, 
fer it proves conclusively how difficult it is un- 
der present conditions te convict men charged 
with bribery and corruption, no matter how 
flagrant the case or clear the evidence. 

The Reform Club had collected a mass of evi- 
dence which it hoped weuld force Smith into 
prison garb, and neither the club nor Mr. Reilly 
car be blamed for the unsatisfactory result of 
their combined labors. The case cannot again 
be brought befure the Grand Jury except by 
order of the courts. 

The charge against Smith practically em- 
braced two crimes, one of briberye ana the other 
of perjury, and in order to indict for perjury in 
this county it was necessary that bribery be 
proved. The Reform Club charged that Smith 
had committed bribery at the recent election 
and them upon taking the oath of office had per- 
petrated willful perjury in swearing, as the oath 
requires, that he had not been guilty of bribery, 
neither directly nor indirectly, in obtaining his 
election. 

The first witness called in the case was F. 8. 
Waterbury, a clerk in the office of the Secretary 
of State, whe formally swore to Smith’s taking 
the oath. The other witnesses, nine in all, were 
Pinkerton detectives, and their testimony was 
very much the same—that before and en elec- 
tion day they had seen Smith and his “heelers” 
effer money and orders for money to men pre- 
sumed to be voters of the Eighth District, but 
none of the witnesses eould swear they had 
seen men so bribed actually deposit ballots at 
the polling places. The names of the witnesses 
were George Clinton, John Davis, George 
Dongherty, John T. Ramsey, Thomas Duncan, 
Edward Perry of Boston, and William G. Os- 
trom. 

District Attorney Reilly put the case as 
strongly to the jury asit was possible, but the 
evidence was by nO means as convincing to the 
legal mind as the public had been led to expect 
it would be. 

Here isa sample of the testimony: Witness 
Ostrom swore thatone Jehn Schmidt, the pro- 
prietor of the Windsor Theatre lodging house at 
41 Bowery, .was ,conspicuous and active on 
election day in taking voters to the poiling 
places in the Eighth District and placing them 
in line or taking them into the booths, 
as the case might be. Witness saw 
many of the men so piloted by Schmidt 
come out of the polling places with 
red cardboard tickets bearing the words “Good 
ferone day’s pay.” The witness also swore 
that he saw one John. Dixon in conversation 
with Schmidt, at the close of which the latter 
gave Dixon a set of ballots and took him to the 
polls. When Dixon left the polling place 
Schmidt took him to the saloon 41 Bowery, 
where the two disappeared intoa room in the 
rear of the bar. When Dixon came out hoe 
shewed witness a two-dollar bill, which he sail 
he had received for casting his ballet fer Smith. 
Witness further testified that he saw this proc- 
ess goue through with time and again during 
the day. 

Frank J. Perry, a Pinkerton detective from 
Boston, swore that on the afternoon of election 
day he saw a earriage drive rapidly to the poll- 
ing place at 62 Essex-street. Five men got out. 
Smith turned to one of them and said, “ Brady, 
where are your people?’ The man repiled, 
“They sre here.” “ Well,” returned Smith, *‘ I 
will do aa I agreed, $5 apiece.” 

Distriot Attorney Reilly said to-night to Tn 
TIMES’S correspondent: ‘** Certainly no one can 
regret more thanI do the outcome of the case, 
and it simply goes to prove that we must 
change the laws if we are to hope for convictiog 
in cases of bribery.” 

The members of the jury refused to talk. 





A LEOTURE BY INVENTOR BELLI. 

IrHaAcA, N. Y,, Jan. 18.—Alexander Graham 
Bell, the inventor ef the telephone, lectured te 
the students of electrical engineering at Cornell 
University this afternoon on *‘ The Disturbances 
on Electrical Currents and the Balanoting of In- 
ductors.” He has made some marvelous ais- 
coveries recently, some of which he described 


in his lecture. The most important one is sig- 
naling from ship to ship with no wire bet ween. 

He stated that with a few cells of battory he 
was able to signal from one boat to anotbera 
mile away, audif the same principle was used 
with the large dynamos kept for electrical 
lighting purposes signals couid be made wheu 
the steamers were several miles apart, thus 
avoiding many of the collisions in fogs which 
are of frequent occurrence. 

He explained a system of electrical ecommuri- 
cation from one side of ariver to anotber with 
no wire connections. The causes of humerous 
noises up telephonic circuits were discussed 
and the methods of overcoming these dilficui- 
ties. The induction balances were »xpiained 
and the methods used in locating alead buliet 
in the body. 

Prof. Bell exhibited the instruments nsed in 
the experiments made upon the case of the late 
Gen. Garfield; also improvements on these in- 
struments. , 

He aiso exhibited the first bullet which was 
located and extracted by the induction balance, 
The man had carried it in his bedy for 2U years, 





ANGRY STUDENTS AT RUTGERS. 

NEw-Bronswick, N. J., Jan. 18.—The Rut- 
gers students are greatly excited over the action 
ofthe Faculty in suspending three of the stu- 
dents for being concerned in the cane rush be- 
tween the Freshmen and the Sophomores. 
Groups of stuaents have been gathered on the 
street corners all day, angrily discussing the 
affair. To-day the members of the college choir 
refused to sing in chapel because of the dis- 
wissal of their fellows. Other students have at- 
tacked the actien of the Faculty in to-day’s local 
papers. The men who were concerned in tiie 
rush say that they were all equally respensible, 
and vwiatthe men who were suspended had neu 
more tode with the rush than had half a hun- 
dred other students. 

President Gates of the college said that the 
action had to be taken to prevent repetitious of 
such disturbanees, and that the men had all 
been warned that the rules against hazing and 
rushing must be obeyed to the lotter. The alfuir 
bad been kept quiet by tne Faculty and the 
President had refused to give the names of the 
suspended students, which were finally obtained 
elsewhere. The rush was witnessed from the 
college windows by one of the members of tha 
Faouity, who reported the names of the worss 
offenders. 





JUMPING UNHURT FROM A TRAIN,

OLD GOLD DIGGERS AGAIN 


REOALLING EHEARLY DAYS IN 


OA LIFORNIA, 

THE PIONEERS DINING ON PACIFIC 
COAST PRODUCTS AND RECALLING 
MEMORIES oF '49. 

A unique dinner w:is given last night at 
Morelle’s in commemoration of the fortieth an. 
niversary of the departure of the “ Forty- 
niners” from the Atianutioc coast for the gold dig- 
gings of California. it was also tocelebrate the 
forty-first anniversary of the discovery of gold 
at Sutter’s sawmillin California, Jan. 18, 1848 

Everything connected with the feast was red- 
olent of the Pacifico Coast, The participants 
with one or two exceptions were Califorala

gold diggers in nine years, inclusive of 1843-52, 
and each had a score of reminiscences tov ¢& 
change with his neighbor. They were ali gray- 
haired and white-hearded, but their complexions 
were universally: ruddy and their general 
conduct was characterized by a vivacity 
that demonstrated how abidimg are the 


efiests of the glorious olimate of California 
‘Yhere was scarcely ore of them less than 60 
years of ags, and yot they all felt, as one of 
them expressed it, just like boys. In fast, they 
spoke of themselves as “the boys” and slapped 
each other’s backs with the freedom and gusto 
of exuberant adolescence. A merrier company 
has not been sven around a festive board this 
dining season. 

The official name of their assoclation is the 
Associated Pioneers of the Territorial Days of 
California, and this was their fourteenth an- 
nual dinner. They extended their California 
preferences to what they ate and drank, and 
the menu was Made up as’lar as possibio from 
products of the Goiden State. There were 
pyramids of huge oranges from San Bernardino, 
paskets of immense applies from San Muteo, 
boxes of delicious French prunes from 
Santa Clara, heaps of English waluuts from 
San Luis Obispo County, altaonuds irom Solano, 
raisins from Fresno, aud apricots, peacanes, bec- 
tarines, figs, cherries, and other fruits from ail 
over the State. Some of these had been plucked 
since the new year and were sent on especially 
for this dinner. Nor were the celebrated Call- 
fornia potatoes forgoticn. At intervals between 
the relishes were set dishes of these great ule 
cooked vegetabies as large as Southerh yams, 
and serving more ag curiosities than ornaments. 

Only California wines were served, and these 
included sherry, white wine, burguudy, cham- 
pagne, claret, port, and muscatel. ‘The plonesrs 
smacked their lips over each kind ana made 
elaborate arguments to show that no other 
wines in all the world are sv good as these. 
Their sentiment had evidently killed their pal- 
ates. But the California spirit did notend here. 
1t was further evinced in a profuse decoration 
of the menu with drawings representing a jour- 
ney to Ei Dorado in 1849 and the perils and 
hardships of life after it wasreacned. Even the 
souvenirs were pretty little pickaxes and 
shovels cas$ from metal. 

But wurious as was the menu, it was surpassed 
by the decorations of the roemin which the 
feast was heid. On every side were displayed 
iegends and names of places that awakened & 
flood of receilection im the breast of each oid 
wiper. There was “Aqua Frio,” recalling the 
incident of sated thirst that gave the place ity 
name; “Wuba Dam,’ grown famous in 
fiction since they knew it; ‘Piety ill,” 
recalling many hardships; “Coarse Gold 
Guich,” “Mormon Bar,” “Fighting Bob 
Stocktone’,” “Rough aud Ready,” “Yankee 
Jim’s,” **San Gabriel Archangei,” * Oro Fino,” 
“ Happy Camp,” ‘Last Chance,” * Red Dog,” 
* Poverty Hil,” **Campo Seco,” ‘ Mokciumne 
Hill,” “Humbug Diggings,”’ ‘Coon Holiow,” 
‘Grub Fiat,” ** Hard Scrabble,” “ Recky Bar,” 
“ Mariposa Creek,” and a score or more of the 
names of places illustrating the odd nomen- 
clature of tiie times. : 

Each of these suggested a story, for each of 
them had ween known in the pioneer days by 
some one of the banquettre. Then there were 
legends ef what materials cost in those daya. 
One schedule showed that shingles sold for $250 
per thousand, pine boards for $400 per. theu- 
sand, champagne for $16 per bottie, 
shovels (long hapvdied) for $10 each, and 
leng boots for six Mexican ounces of 
gold per pair. Another placard recalled 
the difficulties of crossing the isthmus 
‘*by bungo and mule,” and still another stated 
that it required 180 days or more to make the 
journey round the horn. The picture of a huge 
bear covered the halfof one side of the room 
and revived memories of the * Bear Flag Men 
of 1846.” 

Distributed with Morelio’s menu were repro- 
ductions of a bill of fare served at the Ward 
House, San Francisco, Thursday, Dee. 27, 1849. 
This ser forth some very astonishing prices. A 
modest dish of corned beef and cabbage cost 
$1 25; Irish potatoes, mashed, brought 50 
ceuts; mince pie, 75 cents, aud each fresh Call- 
tornia egg, $1. The piencers said that they 
lad known more of that bill of fare by leoking 
at it than by eating of it. 

With the coffee came the speeches, and the 
Hon. Mark D. Wilbur of Broeklyn, President of 
the) association, spoke at length and with par- 
donabdle pride of the sterling qualities, the 
strong character, and the grand achievements 
of the California pioneers. He declared that 
they had planted an ompire, and com- 
pared their work to that of Stanley, 
to the detriment ef the latter. He then 
drew pictures of what California was in 
749 and whatit is now, with its railways, col- 
leges, and vast agricultural districts and steck 
ranches. The present great prosperity of the 
State was attributed by him to the ‘get there 
and stay there” qualities of the pioneers of ’49. 

Mr. Wilbur was followed by Secretary Francis 
D. Clark, a Forty-sevener, who read letters of 
regret couched in fraternal and affectionate 
terms from Gen. W. T. Sherman, Gen. John C, 
Fremont, Capt. R. W. Meade, Gen. E. FF. Beale, 
Dewas Strong, N. Miller, J. M. Wiltsie, Charles 
A. Dole, Gilmor Meredith, Gen. G. H. Gibson, 
Joseph 8 Spinney, J. J. Gordon, William H. 
Hampton, and George C. Gorham. 

A silent toast was drank to the President of 
the United States and then Mr. William H. 
Thomas, President of the New-England Society 
of California Pioneers, was introduced. Mr. 
Thomas first went to Calitorniain 1843, but 
he said that it sesisei only yesterday 
that he first entered San Francisco Bay, 
in April of that yeor. The city of San 
Francisco then consisted of only six adobe huts, 
and the palace of the place was only aship's 
poop that had been dragged cut upon the Bands, 
There was at that time only one mill on the 
whole coast, and that ground the wheat of all 
California. 

He recalied the fearful sufferings of the first 
pioneers aud told how they had toe eat each 
other to preserve life. One ventie maiden had 
eatep her lover’s deart ip her dire extremity 
and had said after the meal that it was very 
bitter but it had saved her life. He paid a 
glowing tribute to Gen. Jobn Suiter, father of 
California pioneers, and dweit upon the in- 
gratitude of the State and the Nation for his 
services. 

Mr. George B. Roys recited a poem in honor 

- of Gen. Sutter; James J. MeCloskey gave remi- 
niscences of mining days; Otto Sutro, Presi- 
dent of the Maryland Society af Cali- 
fornia Pioneers, told of the early days 
frem the Fall of ’49 to the Spring of ’50; 
Francis D. Olark recited a poem entitied “Tre 
Pioneers of '49,” and Messrs. George G. Spurr, 
Isaac B. Kirby, John Wiuslow, Neilson Taylor, 
Jr., and others made speeches.

DESTROYED BY STAR FISH. 


AN ENEMY WHICH THREATENS TO EX- 
TERMINATE THE OYSTERS. 
NEw-HAVEN, Jan. 18.—The oyster growers of 
Connecticut are making great efforts to rid the 
deep-sea beds of the star fish, which threatens 
to exterminate the oysters. Until recently ht- 
tle was known of the habits of the star fish, and 
the oystermen gave no thought to the preven- 
tion of their ravages, but the United States Fish 
Commission has begun to investigate, and the 
— of the scientist may bring about a rem- 
edy. 
The attack of the star fish on the oyster beds 
was very sudden. They appeared all along the 
shore from Stratford to New-London, but the 
loss has been heaviest at New-Haven. The dam- 
age te the oysters last year is estimated at 
$300,000, and to this may be added the costof 
dredging them. Severai ingenious devices for 
catching the stars have beep invented by the 
oystermen, but noné are thoroughly satisfac- 
tory. The best perhaps is that made for their 
own use by the Sancroft Brothers of Fair Ha- 
ven. This is constructed on the plan of the 
ordinary oyster dredge. A heavyiron bardrags 
along the bottom of the oyster bed and raises 
up both oysters and star fish. The oysters fail 
back over the bar, while the stars, which lessen 
their hold on the oysters when disturbed and 
naturally rise, are caught ina net thatis ele- 
vated behind the iron bar. The star fish are 
taken ashore and used to fertilize the land. 
The stars seem to travel) in families orschoels, 
numbering millions. They suddenly appear on 
beds and as suddenly disappear. Constant 
watching is therefore needed to prevent 
the destruction of an oyster bed in almost 
aday. The State Fish Commissioners have as 
yet iearned little inthe matter, but the atten- 
tion of sueh experts as Prof. Brewer of Yale 
has been brought to bear upon the evil, and 
with the Governmental aid, practical appli- 
ances or methods for its remedy may be soon 
devised. 








CREDITORS BITTEN AGAIN. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 18.,—M. E. Dyer,

DAY BOR ATCHISON. 

ALL SORTS OF BASELESS RUMORS WHICH 
AFFECTED THE COMPANY’S STOCK— 
VARIOUS OTHER TOPICS. 

Boston, Jan. 18.—The financial air was full 
of rumors affecting Atchison to-day, and, 
strangely enough, all came from New-York. 
Locally there was reaily no fresh news bearing 
en this stock, aithough it had the biggest day’s 
trading but one in its history, and touched the 
lowest point on record for 10 years. One of the 
rumors was that subseribers to the seven-mill- 


ion-dollar fund that is keeping Atchisen out of 
the hands of a Receiver are backing out and re- 
prdiating their contracts, on the ground that 
they were deceived by the official statement of 
the company. There was no foundation what- 
ever for this stery. On the contrary, one sub- 
soriber to-day made good his subscription of 
$100,000, and all interested assert that ethers 
are paying up promptly from time to time, 

Messrs. Kidder, Peabody & Co. promptly 
Made denial of another story that a mevting 
had been held in their office to raise funds te 
meet the February interest. Still another base- 
less rumor was that the long-expecte state- 
ment.of the financial condition of the road was 
out and showed a deficiency of $6,000,000 for 
the year just closed. Whatever the deficiency 
may be, the statement is still expected and like- 
ly to be for some time to come. 

But all these stories told in the dealings, and 
Atchison sold to the extent of 37,503 shares. 
Opening at 547, it was at ouce raided by three 
or four prominent houses and very soon broke 
to 53g. Reacting to 535s, some large blocks of 
long stock came out, which drove the price 
down to 527%, a net deciine of 24, for the day 
and 12. lower than the lowest petnt touched in 
1888 and lower than at any time since the 
Atcnison began to think of paying dividends, 
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ST. LOUIS CORN MEN EXCITED. 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 18.--The merchants of St. 
Louis, and especialiy the grain dealers, are very 
much wreught up over an alleged combination 
to kill off the grain market of this city for the 
benefit of Chicago, St. Louis is the second 
largest corn market in the United States, Since 
the first of the year the St. Louis receipts have 
been 3,000,000 bushels and the Chicago receipts 
2,000,000 bushels. Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, 
and Iowa have been tributary to the St. Louis 
market, ahd the trade has for years been 
fostered and maintained by a freight rate from 
shipping points in the West and Northwest 
known as “differential.” The rate applied to 
all Mississippi River points, 

By this rate corn is carried from the shipping 
points to St. Louis forS cents a hundred less 
than to Chigago. The consequence is that corn 
is always 4 or 5 cents a bushel higher in 
Chicago than in 8t. Louis. The differential is 
based on the fact that Cnicago is a short haul to 
the seaboard and st. Leuis a long haul, The 
Chicago and Northwestern and Union Pacific 
are the roads which have been pouring the vast 
stores of corn into St. Louis. These reads have 
no terminals here, but are well equipped in that 
line in Chicago, 

Zhe information which the Merchants’ Ex- 
change recelved to-day, and which a)most 
created @ panic, Was that the roads eontem- 
plated advaneing the rate on corn to all Mis- 
souri and Mississippi River points south of Bur- 
lington 3 cents a hundred. This would have the 
ettect of throwing all the corn in the West into 
Chiéago, and the price in Chicago and St. Louis 
would be about the same. The present differ- 
ential haa existed tor years, and if it were abol- 
ished it is asserted that the greatest discrimina- 
tion in the history of the railroad business 
would then exist. 

A meeting was held on’Change and a commit- 
tee consisting of Redmond Cleary, A. F. Lang- 
berg, J. H. Teasdale, D. P. Siattery, D, P. Grier, 
Sid Francis, and J. B. M. Kehlor was ap- 
ee to go at once to the railroads having

MORE CHARGES MADE. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—Another serious charge 18 
now made against the Wabash Railway. Some 
of the competitors of that line Glaim to have 
posifive knowledge that it is selling large num. 
bers of thousand-mile tickets to scalpers in Chi- 
cago and St. Louis at a reduction of $5 from the 
regular rate. The story goes that the scalpers 
are allowed to sign any name they please to the 
contract, and as they pay but $20 apiece for 


the tickets they are enabled to resell them to 
passengers from Chicago to St. Louis, Hannibal, 
and Quincy, and from St. Louis to Toledo and 
Chicago at & much lower rate than it is possi- 
ble for the regular agents of the road to make 
over their own counters. 

It seems almost incredible that any road 
would resort to this practice in the face of the 
new agreement of the Western lines, and the 
warnings of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion, but the aecusation is made by persons 
who are not in the habit of making rash state- 
ments. The Wabash agreed with all lines in the 
Western States Passenger Asseciation to throw 
all possible safeguards around the issue of 
mileage tickets, aud,so far as can be aseer- 
tained, the agreement is-being religiously main- 
tained by every other road, 

Of course, if the above report is true, the de- 
ception is being practiced without the krowl- 
edge of Receiver MeNulta, who has been one of 
the most active and earnest advocates of re- 
form In passenger traftic and has a particular 
aversion to scalpers. It can hardly be expected, 
however, that the other lines will stand this 
kind of competition very long without taking 
some action to recover and hold their shure of 
the business, which is being diverted by such 
practices, 


THE LAST SPIKE DRIVEN. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 18.—The Wharton 
Valley Railroad is praetically completed, the 
last spike having been driven yesterday, in the 
presence of a large gathering of people, at the 
Edmeston terminus. This lineis an extension 
of the New-Berlin Branch of the Ontario and 


Western Railroad for a distance of seven miles, 
from New-Berlin,. Chenango County, to the vil- 
lage of Edmeston, Otsego County. 

The new line was built by a eompany with 
$70,000 capital stock. Truman Barr. tt of Ed- 
mestou is President and John Burton of New- 
York is Secretary and Treasurer. The Ontario 
aud Western Rallrdad Company subscribed two- 
thirds of the capital stosk, and the remainder 
was subscribed by citizens along the line. 

The Ontario and Western Company has gse- 
cured a lease of the new roail for 99 years, and 
will shortly open it fer tratiic. The company’s 
milk train, which now starts frem New-Berlin, 
will hereafter start from Edmeston, and gather 
up for transportation to the New-York market 
the milk production of the rich dairy district of 
Wharton Creek Valley. This source will contrib- 
ute a lurge additional milk supply to meet the 
growing demands of the New-York market, and 
will give the Ontario and Western a profitable 
addition to its present traffic. 

It is understood to be the intention of the 
Ontario and Western managers to extend the 
Wharton Valley Branch 18 miles furtier, to 
Richfield Springs, thereby opening up an addi- 
tional wide stretch of milk-producing territory, 
and also securing for their road a share of the 
large Summer resort travel between New-York 
and Richfield Springs. 


MR. BROMLEY TO RETIRE. 

Boston, Jan. 18.—Mr. I. H. Bromley will re- 
tire from the office of assistant to the President 
ef the Union Pacific Kailroad Company on 
March l. Mr. Bromiey’s duties in this position, 
which he has held for four years, hava been 
chiefly in connection with the effort to procure 
a settiement of the questions between the com- 
pany and the Government. It having been de- 
cidea that no further effort in this direction will 


be wade after the present Congress, the depart- 
ment heretofure in Mr. Bromley’s charge will 
be discontinued. 

Accepting Mr. Bromley’s resignation, Presi- 
dent Adams writes: 

“As you say, the work you came here to do is 
practically accomplished so far as your part of it is 
concerned. We have not gota settlemeut with the 
Government, nor are we likely to get one, buf the

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THAT CANADIAN CAR ORDER. 

OTTAWA, Jan. 18.—The order issued by the 
American customs authorities instructing the 
Collector at Detroit to collect duty on al] Cana- 
dian cars entering the United States at that 
place carrying freight from American points to 
other American points has created quite a stir 
among the railway officials here, and has caused 
considerable discussion as to the cause, effect, 
and working of the order. 

It is generally admitted that the object ef the 
United States autvorities is to prevent interna- 
tional business from being carried in Canadian 
bottoms—that is, business from one Ameriean 
point through Canada to another American 
point. The effect of the eufercement of the 
order will be to compe! all Canadian railways 
handling international business to handle 
freight in American-built cars or go out of the 
business. The Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, Minis- 
ter of Customs, expressed surprise when shown 
a copy of a dispateh from Detroit regarding the 
new arrangement. He hus wired to the Cana- 
dian Collector at Windsor, Ontario, for infor- 
mation. 

J. A. Houston, Contracting Freight Agent of 
the Canadian Pacitic Railway, said the Ameri- 
Can authorities are strongly in favor of carrying 
all Awerican freight from one American point 
to another not only in American cars, but 
by American railway companies, and this order 
is probably a strike at the large intervational 
business noW being done by Canadian railway 
lines. As he understandsit, the order means 
that no Canadian-bullt ears can carry freight, 
say, from Boston destined for, say, Chicago, or 
any other Western point, or vics versa, without 
paying duty at the boundary line when eniter- 
ing United States territory. Thus it is that the 
Grand Trunk Canadian-built ears, loaded with 
Chicago frieght bound for Eastern United States 
points, have been stopped at Detroit. 

The order only refers to what is known as:in- 
ternational business, and is aimed chiefly, in all 
probability, at the large business of that kind 
now belmg done by the Grand Trunk.

BACKBONE IS VERY WHA, 
THE “FRENCH SHORE” OF NEWFOUND- 
LAND--A CURIOUS CONDITION—THE 

FISHERIES’ POTHER. 

81. JoHN’s, Newfoundland, Jan. 18.—Whatoever 
Jobn Bull may hare been years ago—and his 
reputation was that of a person who stood up 
for his rights and who frequently insisted upon 
getting more than a fair share out of any trans- 
action in which he was involved—he has of re- 
cent years been following the Biblical advice of 
turning the ether cheek to the smiter, hav- 
ing received a buffet on one sid@ of his face. 
It is remembered, and with almost as much 
astonishment as pride, that when ‘‘Bony” had 
the rest of Europe groveling at his feet John 
Bull treated him with scorn, dared him to come 
on, and eventually whipped all the fight out of 
him before putting him where he could do no 
harm, on the island of St. Helena. ~* 

Remembering John Bull’s past glories the 
colonial Englishman cannot understand why he 
tamely subuits toinsult now particularly from 
a nation that has its hands tied so long as Ger- 
many maintains its present attitude. There 
has never been much cordiality lost between 
the English and the French. The latter have 
always laughed at Hobsen as a dullard, aa, in 
fast, everything but a manof the world. The 
English, on the other hand, have always con- 
sidered Johnny Crapaud atiighty, trivial sort of 
person, and the belief that one Englishman 
could lick at least three Frenchmen was so tirm- 
ly grounded that nothing but the extinotion of 
the race will ever weaken, much less wipe it 
out. 

In other parts of the worid Englishmen may 
have little ground of quarrel with France or the 
French, but on the island of Newfoundland they 
think they have ground and to spare for @ 
stand-up fight with the Gaul. Tho LEnglish- 
speaking people of the island may not always 
pull tegethner. They sometimes foolishly per- 
mit the question of seet.to put them at odds, 
and very bot fights with Romanists on one side 
and Protestants op the other have not been In- 
frequent. But where the Frenchmen are con- 
eerned all differenees are forgotten, for the 
time at least, and a solid front is presented to 
the invader. For such the Frenehman is here 
considered and not without reason. 

The receipt cf information that M. Goblet, the 
French Minister of Foretgn Affairs, had threat- 
ened to demolish the lobster canning factories 
on the “French Shore’ of Newfoundland 
aroused the most intense anger here. English- 
men in other parts of the world doubtless won- 
dered what M. Goblet meant Dy the * Frenon 
Shore” of Newfoundland. Theyjprobably under- 
Stand and have always understoed that New- 
foundlandis a British colony. They knew that 
England provides 1t «ith a ruler who is directly 
responsible to the British Crown and to nobody 
eise, and that Newfoundland occupies the same 

ositien toward the oid country as did New- 

runswick or Nova Scotia or the other provinces 
of Canada before confederation was consum- 
mated. How, then, can there be a **French 
Shore” on Newfoundiand! How could the 
French demolish lobster eanning factories on 
auy partot the Newfoundland shore? These, 
aud questions of similar import, would natu- 
rally occur to Englishmen, and perhaps to 
Americans, 

It isn’t along story. Though John Cabot dis- 
covered Newfoundland in 1497, and the Enxg- 
lish claimed possession and looked upon it as 
their property, the French were among tie 
first, if not the first, to discover the wealth that 
was to be gathered with little trouble along its 
shores. Hardy fishermen from Brittany, Nor- 
| mandy, and other Frenen seacoast provinces 
were the first to profit to any extent by the ex- 
istence of the inexhaustible fisheries that sur- 
round the island, and as early as 1517 the New- 
foundland fleet numbered 40 sail, though French- 
men captured the cod and other denizens of the 
Banks as far back as 1504. So quickly, even 
in those slow-coueh days, did news of the value 
and extent of the Newfoundland fisheries 
travel that before the end of the sixteenth cent- 
ury the white- winged fleat that hovered off the 
coast numbered over 400 sail, and of these only 
50 or thereabout were English, Old England 
moved very slowly in this direction then, and all 
her subsequent Movements relating te New- 
foundland have been exasperatingly deliberate. 

Maryland’s principal city weuld to-day carry 
aditterenot mame had England’s policy toward 
Newfoundland been of a more progressive 
character. Lord Baltimore obiained @ patent 
to the southern peninsula of the island and to 
the right te fishin the surrounding waters. He 
planted a celony and tried to pull a fortune out 
of tne waters. He might have succeedeu dut 
for the French. The latter harassed the Enxz- 
lish on the sea and made life miserable for 
them on land, Finally, Lord Baltimore decided 
that life in Newfoundiand was not worth hav- 
ing, 80 he pulled up stakes and sailed away to 
Maryland, there founding the city of Baltimore, 
It seemed impossible for the English to obtain 
a foothold on the Island. The Krenek were 
thoroughly aware of the fisheries ana were de- 
termined to hold them. Innumerablie conflicts 
on land and sea occurred. The English were 
generally ODutnumbered at sea, but being natu- 
ral fighters as well as good fishermen, they 
gave quite as desperate blows and as many 
as they received, On land the English 
were in the ascendent, but upon these the 
French made frequent descents, and the early 
history of the island is not unlike that of the 
Pilgrim Fathers, if instead of Indians the Pil- 
grims had been compelled to fight French, with 
an occasioual Indian massacre.by way Of va- 
ricty. 

It was not until the treaty of Utrecht was en- 
tered into, in 1713, thatopen bostilities between 
the English aud French eeased. By this treaty 
Newfoundland was recognized as ap English 
colony. Thatit did not free the island entirely 
from French contrel or influence may be ac- 
cepted as evidence of the ixnoranee of English 
statesmen of that day of tne vaiue of the New- 
foundland fisheries. The treaty gave to Franee 
the right to catch and dry tish on the northern 
and western shores of the island, and although 
no territorial rights were included in ths bar- 
gain the practical effect of the concession was 
to exclude the English from settling in the 
fairest half of the isiand. ‘To keep the English 
off the north and west shores entirely was im- 
possible when tie population of the island had 
grown to respectable figures, but those who 
were bold enough to take upa habitation there 
did so with the kuowledge that might was the 
only law recognized in those quarters, and that 
if thaey were subjected toindignity by the French 
they. had little chance of receiving redress from 
England. But the fighting colony grew. It 
seewed to thrive on hard rveks and it finally be- 
came strong enough to make an appeal for rep- 
resentation jn the Government of tue island. 

The Freach had not been idle, They iooked 
with disgust, in which was mingled a strong 
dash of alarm, upon the * encroachments” of 
the Enghsh. Tho French had no right to settle 
onthe coast. The only right given to them 
under the treaty of Utrecht was to catch fish 
off the coast and dry it on the coast. But they 
insisted that the settlement of the English on 
or near the coast incerfered with their rignta 
and they did not propose to calmly submit. 
They did not fight for their so-called rights, ex- 
cept a not infrequent knock-down argument 
could be calted a fight. ‘‘hey appealed to their 
home Government and the latter protested te 
the English Government against a vidlation of 
the treaty of 1713. Taoough England at 
various times has seen fit to override treaties, 
she, in this instance, did nothing so senek 
bie. In 1866 the island authorities were 
ordered by 4 dispatch from the Colonial Secre- 
tary not to issue land grants on the nerth or 
west coast. It was not until 1881 tbat the 
British Government was driven to partially un- 
derstand the injustice with which her Majeaty’s 
subjects in this quarter of the glebe had been 
and were treated. In that year the hardy set- 
tlers on the ‘‘French Shore” were given repre- 
sentation in the island Parliament and began to 
feel as if they really had some right to the 
homes which they had made under such galling 
difficulties. 

When men who have been kicked and euffed 
all their lives suddenly find themselves lifted 
into positions of importance, itis not unnatural 
that they sheuld feel a desire to hamper the 
etfortsa of their old oppressors. Henee, when the 
English of the ‘French Shore” became repre- 
eentedin the Parliament of Newfoundland it 
wasn’t strange that they sheyld begin to show 
their teeth, particularly as reasons were not 
wanting for such an exhibition. They were 
quite as well aware that the French had inter- 
fered with the Canadian fish market as they 
were that these saine French were doing their 
utmost te squéeze, if not destroy, the business 
of the ewfoundlander. To injure the 
trade in tish is to touch the Newfound- 
jander in a tender spot. Out of a popu- 
lation of about 190,000, nearly 60,000 
are engaged in the catching and curing of fish. 
Between the cod and the Newfoundiander there 
exists a bond of sympathy that cannot be tam- 
pered with with impunity. France tampered 
with it when it puta bounty on French eaught 
fish delivered in any country but France, This 
bounty evables the French fishermen to uader- 
sell the Newfoundlander in the markets of the 
world, and as over 6,000 Frenchmen are en- 

aged in the Newfoundland fisheries the French 
founty is a thing not to be despised. 

To offset the French bounty the Newfound- 
land Parliament prohibited the sale of bait te 
the French fishermen. Inimediately the French- 
men were up in arms. Their Minister of Foreign 
Affairs threatened to retaliate by wiping out tee 
English lobster canning factories on the 
“French Shore,” and Gov. Le Chaume of the 
Isiands of St. Pierre and Miquelon recenily sug- 
gested that a tax be placed upoh Newfoundland 
herring. All this makes the Newfoundlander 
wrathy, and he wonders why Johu Bull does 
hot once and for all settle the controversy by 
paying that a “French Shore” on an Englia 
possession is an anomaly too ridiculous to be 
tolerated in this matter of factage. To induce 
the Newfoundlander to believe there is any dif- 
ficulty in the way of sueh action by John Bull ts 
out of the question. Make the attempt and he 
will potns to Italy.

‘ day a Verdict for plaintiff of $20,000 was ren- 
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market as Canadian fish. If Canada, like Eng- 
land, did not discriminate in favor of the French 
end against the Americans the eternal fisheries 
disputes in which the Unitea States, England, 
Canada, and Franes, to say nothing of New- 
foundland, are the principals would have no 
Standing. Americans are not allowed to enter 
Canadian ports and traussbip their catch in bond, 
yet the French, who discriminate most viciously 
again t Canada as well as Newfoundland, are 
permitted to enter Canadian ports, transfer 
their cateh to Canadian vessels, and send it as 
Canadian fish to any port in the world. 

Itis bardly possible that the people of New- 
foundland would tamely submit to the destrue- 
tion of property on their own shores, even 
though they be known as ‘* French,” and if such 
an attempt were made it is altogether likely 
that the treatment by the islanders of the de- 
stroying force might be described by the latter 
as harsh. Atauy rate, that oa graver condition 
may not arise, it would be wise on Lord Salis- 
bury’s part to make such arrangements with 
France as will transform the ** French Shore” of 
Newfoundland from an exasperating nuisance 
into a harmless tradition. T BF. 





FISHING THROUGH THE ICR. 


NONE GOING ON THIS YEAR BECAUSE 
THE ICE IS WANTING. 

Anglers for pleasure rather than profit 
are objecting to the weather. January is a de- 
cidedly off month in the anglers’ calendar. It 
is about the only month when he camnot find 
fishing of some kind without having to go far 
South. Usually during the Winter menths in 
this section there is a little fishing through the 


ice for pi¢kerel and perch in ponds and lakes in 
this State and New-Jersey not far from this 
city. Merry parties of young folks are aeous- 
tomed to go out for aday’s sport in this manner. 

The outtitis simple. A few. hooks, several 
lines, an axe, 4 eouple of dozen of strips of 
wood known in piscatorial parlanee of tip-ups, 
and a pair of skates make up the plant: Holes 
are cut in the ice on the pond and across them 
are placed the tip-ups, to the ends of which are 
tied the lines. The tip-up is a foot or little 
Over in length and an inch ortwo wide. Near 
one end is bored an auger hole, through which 
& round cross piece is placed, upon which the 
tip-up will play. On the hook 1s placed a min- 
new, and the trap isset. When the pickerel 
catches on and pulis the string the tip-up as- 
sumes a perpendicular pesition and signals tie 
bite to the fisherman. If thetish are biting free- 
ly the man witha couple of dozen tip-ups to 
attend to will havea lively time to attend to 
them all. With two or three tipping up at once 
and his fishing holes covering a wide area the 
skates will be found necéssary. Pieasure par- 
ties, of course, Can sasily attend toagreat many. 

It is exciting sport’. The skating alone is a 
pleasure to mary. When a mess of fish is 
caught the party adjourns to the shore and ina 
sheltered point prepares the dinner. Camping 
outin Winter during the day is pleasant. A 
Tearing fireis started ard the fish, fresh from 
their native clement, are very appetizing. The 
sport is well adapted for the pleusure of ladies, 
who, having once tried it, are always ready for 
a skating bee and camp tire in the Winter. 

This year the advantage is entirely with the 
fish. There has been no ice to speak of, and 
bo chance to gratify the heaithful sport. Even 
upin the Adirondacks where the trappers and 
fishermen are accustomed to secure big lake 
trout through the ice there has been little of 
this fishing accomplished, and nature has pro- 
teeted the Maine trout in the same way. If the 
ice tisning for trout could be entirely stopped it 
would be of advantage tothe angler. In Maine 
especially the ravages of lumbermen among 
tue game fish have been very great in the past. 
But among the pickerel and perch the ice fish- 
ing is a legitimate and invigorating sport.

THE “WEAK THRUSH” PIPES AND THE 
HAT IS PASSED ROUND IN VAIN. 

A smooth-faced, luminous-eyed gentle- 
man, attired in prim, ministerial garb, en- 
thralled a Harlem audience of 40 ladies, 10 
men, anda sprinkling of rude small boys last 
night in Temperance Hail witheé recital of the 
way in which 110 menof high character and 
eight women of no particular character formed 
a@ California conspiracy to terminate bis exist- 
ence. They secretly ‘‘slow poisoned” him once 
every day at noontime for six weeks; they

like the rays of electric lights; they sent an as- 
Sassin to ‘‘interpolate him with a knife’; they 
frightened bim night and day by the petuient 
pop of the pistol, and they tried to im 88 
him from a ferryboat, but his skill in evasion 
carried him safely through all dangers. 

The lecturer said that his name was P. M. 
Sullivan, and invited his hearers to guess what 
the P. M. stood fer. We smiled a pleasant nexa- 
tive as the youngest of the 40 ladies piped 
out Philip Montague, but the pleasant smile 
rapidly disappear«:! as a rude boy near the door 
essayed Pie Mouiv. No other guesses were 
hazarded.after that, and the Professor cast a 
chill over the rewainder of his audience by 
sepulchrally announcing bis front name to be 
Post Mortem. 

He then went on in a desultory fashion to say 
that, aithough he had no education, he wae 
admitted to the Bar at Rochester, in this State, 
in 1869, and soon afterward went to Woodland, 
Cai., where be took away all the business of the 
17 lawyers who were there already, aud they 
determined te **do” him. They broke up his 
home first and then raised a fund of #10,000 to 
pay assassins’ expenses. Mr. Suilivan then 
drew ou a smali blackboard a touching 
picture of his house, the Ceurt House, and the 
lurking place of ‘his assassins, and melted 
into tears as he asked his audience how a mill-

a Greek chorus. 

The persecuted lawyer told his hearers then 
an infallible way of detecting assassins. 
** Wateh their eyes,” said he, “and if they look 
like those of a cat looking from undera bed, 
that’s them.” 

Here anold gentleman who had been occu- 
pying @ prominent place on the platform, 
sprang to his feet, and, after telling the audi- 
ence that he was ‘not no novel reader, ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. Sullivan’s lecture, 
which was oatensibly a free entertainment, was 
better than any twenty-five-cent novel, and 
passed around the hat for Mir.

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| QUAY OPPOSES HIS PARTY, 


HE VOTES AGAINST 1HS | 
SUGAR-BCUNTY PROPOSAL. 
A MAJORITY OF FOUR IN FAVOR OF | 
THE AMENDMENT—WILL QUAY AND ' 
CAMERON VOTE AGAINST THE BILL? 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—All of te-day’s session 
of the Senate was given up to discussion of 
the Finance Committee's amendment to the 
Tariff bill providing for the payment of 4 
bounty of 1 cent a pound for all augar pro- 
fluced in the United States frem cane, serghum, 
and beets. Just before adjournment a vote 
was reached, and the bounty proposition was 
carried by a majority of 4 in a vote of 50, 
one Republican voting against the amendment, 
and one Democrat for it. 

Mr. Reagan opened the debate with an earnest 
argument against the proposed sugar beunty 
and in opposition to the general policy of the 
whole Tariff bill. He regarded the bounty 
schemé as especially pernicious and as in fla- 
graut violation of the Constitution. He eould 
not find in the Constitutien any warrant for the 
levying of a tax upon one elass for the benefit 
of another olass. Mr. Mitoheli drew from Mr, 
Reagan the admission that he did approve of 
the Mills bill as a whole. He would not, he 
gaid, take alithe duty off wool or lumber, but 
he greatly preferred the Mii's bill to the present 


law, and still more did he prefer it to the Sen- 
ate’s substitute. . 

Mr. Dawes talked about the surprise and pain 
he felt when Mr. Reagan wandered so far from 
the real construction of the Constitutien, and 
then he teGignantly resented the Texas Sena- 
fone charg? that the Republican Senators were 
ndifferent te violations of the Constitution, be- 
cause it involved a eharge of moral turpitude, 
He insisted that Mr. Reagan should withdraw 
the charge or lay before the Senate proefs ef its 
truth. Mr. Roagan disciaimed any desire to ac- 
cuse Senators of persenal moral turpitude and 
so far as his luuguage ceuld beso intérpreted 
be withdrew it, 

Mr. Dawes bad nothing more to say, and Mr. 
Chandler theu expressed his regret that the 
Finance Committee nad undertaker to encour- 
age the growth o7 sugarcane by a bounty when 
it was stated by the columittee that the sugar- 
cane industry Lad net made snch progress as 
pe the fostertag protection of high duties. 

tseemed to him an anomaly to give a bounty 
for cane sugar when tbe Louisiana Senaters 
did not want it, unless ths Senate was con- 
vinced that those Senators did not really repre- 
sent the wishes of their constituents. Mr. 
Uhandler proposed, however, te vote for the 
sunar bourty just as it came from the commit- 
tee. Then the New-Harpsuire Senator went on 
to charge that when the black laborers of 
Loulsiana tried to secure higher wages 
the militia were called out and the black 
Knighte of Labor were shot down. This led him 
into his favorite subject of “outrages” in the 
South, and he imposed upon the patience of the 
Senate the seeend bloody-shirt speech he had 
made within three aays. He read a letter from 
a Louisiana Senator, charging Senator Gibson 
with uttering untruths in the Senate ané called 
out from that Ssnater sucha rebuke for this 
eourse a8 would have silenced any person less 
thick-akinned than Mr. Chandler. But the lat- 
ter’s peculiar sense of propriety kept him on his 
feet and allowed him to refer sueeringly to Mr. 
Gibson and to continue hia bloody-shirt speech, 

Mr, Spooner, who followed Mr, Chandler, coa- 
fessed thatthe Republisan Senators were not 
united on every item in the pending bill and 
that there were in a sense dissensions among 
them, but Mr. Spooner was in favor of tariff 
legislation along the lines of the Finance Com- 
mittee’sa bill, and he intended to vote for the 
sugar-bounty amendment. He was in favor of 
putting on the free list whatever we wanted 
that was not produceé in this country and of 
discouraging by high duties the importation of 
foreign goods that came into unfair competi- 
tion with American goods. The Senator con- 
tended that the November election did settle 
the question as to what tariff poliey the people 
wanted, and 1t was the poliey of protection. He 
denied that the masses were net well informed 
on the question, and then found fault with the 
Democrats for objecting to being called free 
traders. 

The constitutionality of the sugar bounty was 
warmly upheld by Mr.Spooner, who stirred up the 
Democrats to frequent interruptions with ques- , 
tions, these interruptions leading to a general 
discussion of the different schools of conatitu- 
tional construs*:74 16s, aad of the meaning of 
the *‘ genera! we Jtare” clause of the Constitu- 
tion. This was “lowed by some talk about the 
amount of muxney the sugar bounty would take 
from the Treasury. Ms. Spvoner held that the 
highest possible sun: on ths basis of the present 
production woula bs about $3,000,000 a year, 
and it would be st.nomy to adopt the amend- 
ment, because it ~vould save at least $22,000,- 
900 a year. 

Mr. Gibson Gel'el attention to the fact that 
the object of tha bounty was to inorease pro- 
duction, so tha* > fore long, under the Repub- 
lican theory, the bo~nty would be greater than 

“the duty eollected on imported sugars. 

Mr. Spooner remarked that he hoped such 
would be the resuit, aud added that it would re- 
sult in a reduction of the price of sugar. 

Mr. Daniel asked Mr. Spooner why sugar was 
to be protected by a bounty and a different sys- 
tem of protection applied to cotton ties and tin 
pilates, 

Theo Wisconsin Benator squirmed a little, but 
replied that sugar was eaten and cotton ties 
were not. He added that under the present 
duties the sugar production had not increased. 
Mr. Spvoner aiso remarked that the duty on 
sugar was more like robbery than any other 
item in the tariff lists. 

This induced Mr. Eustis to ask howit was 
that Republican Senators in 1883 recommended 
an advance of 25 per cent. in sugar duties. 

Mr. Aldrivh came to Mr. Spooner’s relief with 
the answer that the Senators aid not do anything 
of the kind. The two Senators disputed fora 
time without eonvincing each other, and then 
Mr. Spooner resumed his argument for @ sugar 
bounty. He had not gone far before one of his 
Btatements staried a disoussion on the sugar- 
raising abilities of Louisiana, which led to the 
insertion of numerous figures in the Aecord, 
with whieh Mr. Spooner closed hig speech. 

Mr. Batier disputed the interpretation of the 
Constitution given by Mr. Spooner in justifica- 
tion of the sugar bounty. Hecould not see why 
the raisers of‘peef and those engagedin every 
other “languishing Industry” couid net prop- 
erly demand big bountics as wellas the sugar 
producers. 

Mr. Allison interrupted Mr. Butler to say that 
the committee believed it was a wise thing to 
test by experiment whether or not a bounty 
weuld stimulute the production of sugar, whieh 
had not been aceomp)ished by acentury of high 
protective dutics. That was the greund on 
which the beunty was propesed. The lowaSen- 
ator did not think the increase of preduction 
would be a rapid one and he had no cocfidence 
in a great increase of cane-sugar production. 

Mr. Butler drew from him the statement that 
the bounty was proposed for protectien to the 
sugar industry, aud to cheapen the price of 
suger to the peeple. The Seuth Carolina Sena- 
ter contended for a tariff with revenue the chief 
object and. protection an ineldent, instead of 
tne Republican scheme of a tariff for protection 
with revenue as an incident. He objected to a 
cut of 50 per vent. of the duties on tho two ag- 
ricuitural produets, sugar and rice, while the 
duty on every product of the manufacturers 
Was enormously incrcased. 

Mr. Aldrich repiied that the sugar duty was 
purely arovenue duty, while that on cotton ties 
@ad other manufactures was for protection. He 
insisted that the committee had treated the 
South better than the North in the Tariff bill 
and hearc a veRy prompt and emphatic deniol 
of this asserticn from Mr. Butler, The latter 
vigorously proteste against the bounty sys- 
tem, and thon he had semething to say in reply 
to the pictures of the great prosperity 
of the Americano laborers drawn by 
Messrs. Edmunds and Hiseock during 
the progress of the tariff debate. He 
found porerty-stricken people in the United 
fitates, in spite of the Republican assertions 
that paupera were confined to free-trade coun- 
tries, and he found their poverty largely due te 
tbe enormous burdens put upon them by the 
high protectivs tariff taxes. Mr. Butler was 
emphatio in declaring these high taxes to be 
simply legalized robbery, and among them he 
included the duty of 82 per cent. on sugar. 

The subject ef labor here and abroad, its 
wages and relative production, was discussed at 
seme jeugth by Mr. Butler, who had to submit 
to numerous interruptions from Mr. Blair and 
seme from Mr. Hoar. The latter figured out 
that the Ameriean laborer who earned $1,400 9 
year did not have to pay out for hia family and 
himself more than $50 a year because of the 
protective tariff; and after Mr. Butler had corn- 
eluded bhisspeech the Massaehusetis Senator 
put ip seme statistics to show what liberal 
wages were paid to laborers in his State. 

This ended the sugar bounty debate and after 
the proposed amendment had been read in fall 
the question was put on its adoption. The roil 
call was listened te with considerable interest, 
for reports that party lines would not be fol- 
lowed had been cireuiated on both sides of the 
Chamber. To thegrelief of both parties, Demo- 
erats voted against the amendment and Repab- 
licans for it without a break until Mr. Payne’s 
pame was called, when the Ohio Senator, who 
has taken no part.in the tariff debate, voted for 
the bounty. An instant later Mr. Quay deserted 

* the Republican ranks and voted against the 

. beunty. These were theonly breaks from strict 
arty lines, and the sugar bounty was put into 

tne bill by a vote of 27°to 23. A few moments 
before the vote was taken Mr. Quay had re- 
peated to a questioner the statewort that he 
did not know how he would vote when the tariff 
bill was finally put upon its passage, 

The sitting hed iasted six hours when the 
sugar-bounty subject was disposed of, and when 
Mr, Alligea preposed to zo on at once with the 
sugar schedule tke suggestion was so manifest- 
ly unpopular that he withdrew it, and the Senate 
adjourned, leaying sugar to be en up to-mer- 
row. On Monday night a session will be held, 
jn sddition to o six-heur day sitting, and on 
Tuesday the bill and ite numerous amendments 
will be voted upon. 
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that the vetea of Messrs. Cameron and Quay 
cannot with absolute certainty be relied upon 
for the substitute. The matter has raceived a

It is freely admitted that there are radical 
differences of opinion in the Republican ranks 
concerning a great many items in the Finance 
Committée’s bill, and that the bill in its present 
shape is largely the result of compromises be- 
tween these conilicting views. The sugar, 
wool, timber, tobacco, metal, and other sched- 
ules would each be more or less modified if it 
was to be arranged by any single Republican, 
but the Finance Committee thinks it has se- 
cured the votes of all the Republicans for all 
the schedules by arranging each to suit the 
wishes of the largest pumber possible. Mesars, 
quay and Cameron haye eelined to say that 
they would not vote for the bill, an@ as the bill 
is before the Senate because of the action of 
numereus Republican caueuses their party col- 
leagues expect them tocontinue to refuse to 
commit themselves against it. 

The idea that Mr. Quay or any other Repub- 
lican Senator will fail to support a bill Indorsed 
by Republican caucuses finds no believers on 
the Democratic side of the Senate. Much as the 
Democrats would like to see a Republiean split 
oa the tariff, Democratie Senators will be more 
surprised than the Republicans if either Mr. 
Cameron or Mr. Quay refuses to vote for the 
Republican bill. They look for a solid party 
vote, with the probable exception ef Mr. Brown 
of Georgia, who is regarded as a Democratic 
Protectionist of the Randall stripe, but whose 
yotes on amendments to the bill have left bis 
own party in doubt as to what he proposes to 
do when the final vote is taken.

OOURT OF APPEALS. 
ALBANY, Jan. 18.—In the Court of Appeals to-day 
the following business was transacted. Causes 
argued: 
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MILK AND ITS PRODUCTS IN THIS STATE 
KEPT AT A HIGH STANDARD. 


The fifth annual report of Dairy Com- 


missioner Josiah K. Brown for the fiscal year 
ending Sept. 30 has been completed and is now 
in the hands of the State printers. During the 
year about 1,200 butter and cheese factories 
were visited and inspected, covering a territory 
of 37 counties in which dairying is an impor- 
tant industry, with a view to ascertaining their 
condition as to methods, sanitation, and loca- 
tion, and with a view to studying the economic 
features of the business in all its departments, 

It is shown that the factories visited received 
the milk from 407,810 cews, which produced 
1,237,370,427 pounds of milk. The average 
number of cows to a factory was 360; the 
average number of pounds per cow was 3,034, 
and the average nuinber of pounds of milk re- 
quired for a pound of cheese wasl0.6. The 
milk was contributed by 30,746 patrons. The 
number of pounds of milk to a pound of buiter 
is practically 25. 

The lowest average yield isin Wayne County, 
where only 1,015 pounds per cow is obtained, 
while in Seneca County, where the largest yield 
is found, it is 7,200 pounds. Orleans stands 
second in productiveness per cow, it being 4,494 
pounds, and Genesee second lowest, the yiela 

eing 1,419 pounds. In Cayuga County it re- 
quires only 9.088 -[- pounds of milk for a pound 
of cheese, whereas in Chemung County it takes 
15.50 pounds of milk to prodtice the same re- 
sult. 


The report says that no oleomargarine or im-~ 


itation butter ls now made in New-York State, 
so faras has been ascertained, and that the 
amount sold is very small compared with that 
ef fermer years. During the months of No- 
vember and December, 1887, and January, 
1888, 100 arrests were made of restaurant 
keepers who were detected serving oleomar- 
garine on their tables, but for the next six 
months only about 20 eases of vielation of the 
law were discovered. : 

Of1,720 cans ef milk shipped from cream- 
eries, only 1 was found by the lactometer test 
tobe below the standard quality; of 12,890 
cans inspeeted at dairies, only 76 eams were 
doubtful; of 8,961 cans of peddlers’ milk 74 
were ‘off color,” and of +875 cone of store 
milk 139 were below standard. Nn 4D average 
only aboutl per cent. fell short of the legal 
auality. Of imported condensed milk inspecired 
last June only one brand—the Swiss product 
branded ‘* Rigi’’—was below the lega! standard. 

The total receipts in New-York for the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1888, were as follows: Cans of 
milk, 5,747,558; cans of cream, 119,194; cans 
of condensed milk, 75,183; estimated value, 
$9,652,500. 

Of the milk sold in Rochester, 71 samples 
were analyzed and only 21 were found to be of 
standard quality, the other 50 being more or 
less adulterated. Here 66 per cent. of the milk 
is impure, while in all other parts of the State 
adulteration is the raré exception. 





CIGARMAKEHRS ON STRIKE, 


FIGHTING AGAINST A REDUCTION MADE 
EIGHTEEN MONTHS AGO. 

All the Havana cigarmakers in this city 
Were out on strike yesterday against a reduc- 
tion of $2 per 1,000 cigars that the employers 
had made about18 months ago. These cigar- 
makers are the best paid inthe trade, as they 
manufacture only hand-made cigars of the best 
quality of tobacco, and they are able to earn 
between $18 and $22 per week. The manu- 
faeturers were taken semewhat by surprise, 
although the men did not leave abruptly with 
unfinished work on the employers’ hands. 

Mr. Pendas of the firm of Lozano, Pendas & 
Co., one of the largest manufacturers of Ha- 
vana cigars in this city, said yesterday that on 
Wednesday merning a committee of cigar- 
makers called on him anid toid him not to pre- 
pare any tobacco for the following dey’s work, 
but they did not give him any reasons. The 
same afternoon another committee repeated to 
him the same warning, and when asked the 
reason why they said that the men would strike 
in the morning for the restoration of the $2 
which they had been deprived of 18 months 
ago. Mr. Pendasdid not prepare any tobacco 
terthe next day, and on Thursday his men 
completed their unfinished work and went out. 

When Vongress, about 1884, reduced the in- 
ternal revenue tax on cigars $3 per 1,000 
the cigarmakers demanded that this $3 should be 
paid te them. A compremise was effected, the 
employers retaining $1 and giving the men $2. 
About 18 months ago the manufacturers in 
this city reduced wages $2 per 1,000. The men 
struck and lost, bug now they are determined 
to get the $2 back again, and claim that the 
trade is good and the manufacturers oan afford 
to pay it. The manufacturers say that & restora- 
tion of old rates will hurt the industry in this 
eity, They have no organization and have not 
decided upon any plan of action. Several of 
them expressed their willingness to pay the 
advance if the other manufacturers should do 
the same, 

The strikers’ Executive €ommittes met in 
Pearl-street and directed the movements of the 
men. They telegraphed the facts of the strike to 
their fellow-workmen down South. They have 
pleaty of funds, they say, and are confident ef 
winning in a few days. 


BAD FOR THE LUMBERMEN.

OPEN WINTER LIKELY TO PROVE 
VERY EXPENSIVE TO THEM. 
WATERTOWN, Jan. 18.—The absence of snow 

and the extremely mild weather prevailing at 

this date is causing a feeling of depression 
among the lumbermen and mill owners of 

Northern New-York, who had planned a big 


raid on the Adirondack forests during the pres- 


ent Winter. The streams are now free from ice, 
the light snowfalls of November and December 
have been melted, and there is no frost in the 
ground. Everything is unfavorable for exten- 


sive operations in the woods, and unless deep 
snows come soon the stoek of logs floated to the 
Various mills will be a small one. 

Lumbermen on the Raquotte, Grass, Oswe- 
gatchie, Indian, Beaver, Moese, and Black Riv- 
ers made preparations last Fall for cutting 
about 90,000,000 feet of logs to be floated to 
their mills by the Spring fresbets. From pres- 
ent indications they will not be able to get in 
over half what they expected. Besides the 
logs taken to the various mills, timber buyers 


along the line of the Biack River Canal wanted - 


te purchase 30,000 spars and dock sticks for 
shipment to New-York on rafts on the opening 
ef navigation. As yet they have not been able 
to secure Mueh timber beeause the lack of snow 
prevents its delivery, | 

Nothing like the present Winter has been 
known in this section since the seasonin 1875-6, 
and even then the snowfall was sufficient to 
enable the lumbermen to go on with their work 
without interruption. The unfavorable season 
is the cause of some hardship to the people who 
live on half cleared farms along the borders of 
the North Woeds. They have been accustomed 
to eke ott their scanty incomes by the sale of 
timber, or the meney obtained for a few months’ 
work in the lumber camps. This year they are 
unable to seil their timber or get work because 
80 little is being done in the weods.

dent Légitime to the Minister was a non-com- | 


mittal and unsatisfaetery one. Itis pretty sate 
to conclude that no More seizures will be made. 

The evening of Dec. 30 ushered in a new 
complication in the case of the American steam- 
ship Haytiaun Rebublic. Shortly after sunset 
on that day the Haytian gunboat Nouville 
Voldrogue steamed into the harbor of Port au 
Prince, heading for the inner harbor until 
within about 200 yards of the Haytian Repub- 
lic, when the gunboat’s helm was suddenly put 
to port, 28a a few minutes later she went crash- 
inginto the starboard bow of the American 
steamship. After the blow was struck the 
Nouville Voldrogue reversed her engines and 
backed off some 200 yards and steamed ahead 
im the direction of the steamer again, but this 
time altered her course before reaching her 
and proceeded to her anchorages inthe inner 
harbor. The damage inflicted on the steam- 
ship isnot of avery serious nature, but there 
are many circumstences connected with the 
collision that warrant the grave conelusion that 
it was a deliberate attempt to sink the Haytian 
Kepublic or disable her. The harbor lights of 
the latter vessel were burning brightly and her 
outline was plainly discernible ijn the twilight. 
There was ample room to pass the steamship 
on either side and there seems to be no other 
reason for the collision except a willful attempt 
to destrvy her. What adds to the gravity of the 
affair is the fact that the officerin ¢harge of the 
Haytian Republie repeatedly hailed the ap- 
proaching guuboat, but neither befere the eol- 
lision nor after were the hails answered, nor 
Were any inquiries nade by the Haytians as to 
the damage they had inflicted. 

Marine courtesy and humanity require that 
when one vessel runs into another the celliding 
one should at least, before steaming away, as- 
certain whether her victim has been reduced 
to asinking condition and to render all neces- 
Sary assistance to hercrew. But the gunboat, 
without a word of inquiry er explanation, 
backed off and proceeded to her anchorage in 
the inner harbor. 

The crash was plainly heard on the Galena, 
and immediately everything on board that ves- 
sel denoted activity and excitement. A boat 
was quickly lowered and sent to the Haytian 
Republic to ascertain what damage she had re- 
ceived and whetber assistance was required. 
The boat returned in the course of half an bour 
with the report that she had been struck 
by the Haytian gunboat bow on about 28 feet 
from the stem and 10 feet above the water line. 
A beat was then dispatched to the Nouville 
Voldrogue to hear what the Haytians had to say 
about it. The Captain of the steamer had gone 
ashore, but the mate explained that it was an 
accident caused by the jamming of his wheel 
ropes. What he failed to explain, though, was 
why; witha straight, unobsiructed course te 
his anchorage before him and no necessity 
whatever of shifting his helm it should sudden- 
ly become jammed hard to port; also why the en- 
gines were not reversed or assistance tendered. 

The attention of the Haytian authorities was 
immediately called to the affair through the 
Americap Minister, and the next morning @ 
board of officers from the Galena was appoiuvted 
by Commander Sumner of that vessel to fully 
investigate all the circumstances attending it. 

The statements of the parties who witnessed 
the collision do not conflict in any instance, and 
tend to confirm the suspicion that the eollision 


was intentional, but the board of inquiry takes | 


into consideration several circumstances that 
disprove willful damage to the Haytian Re- 
public, acquits them of that charge, and con- 
cludes that the cause of the collision was due 
te gross negligenee or inefficiency on the part 
of the Haytian cemmander. The latter em- 
phatically disclaims any intention of ramming 
the steamer, and asserts no less positively that 
he did not see her lights, being biunded by the 
lights of bis own vessel, which was brilliantly 
illuminated. 

Intentional or not, the affair 1s a most un- 
fortunate one. The Légitime Government had 
just agreed to pay an indemnity of $100,000, 
$50,000 of which was to have been paid on Jan. 
3. Itis now thought that further damages will 
be demanded. ‘The matter will be fully looked 
into after the return of the Gulena to Port au 
Prince, whieh place she left Jan. 1 for Kings- 
ton in order to coal up. 

On New Year’s Eve Mr. Margron, the Hay- 
tian Minister of Foreign Attaire, conveyed to 
Admiral Luce an invitation to participate in the 
celebrations of the first day of the year, which 
day is also observed as a memorial day for Hay- 
tian herees. The Admiral regretted that his 
departure that day prevented the acceptance 
ofthe invitation, but ordered a salute of 17 
guns to be fired, with the national flag of Hayti 
atthe fore, at. sunset and sunrise. With the 
sunset gun all the forts in the harbor were 
heard from. Drums, fifes, kettles, and tin pans 
took up the refrain, when the forts had subsid- 
ed, and kept up the din untli a very late hour. 

Itis a curious fact that here the celebrated 
dead are bonored in inverse ratio to their worth 
when living. Dessalines, one of Hayti’s rulers, 
and by far the most brutal and inhuman savage 
that Hayti or any other country was ever dis- 
graced with, nuw towers head and shoulders 
above all others in their affections, and his 
name is revered as muchin Hayti as Washing- 
ton’s is with Americans. 

An incident that occurred a few days ago apt- 
ly illustrates the character ef the people. An 
officer attached to the Galena bought sume post- 
age stamps at the Post Oljice in Port au Prince, 
and was informed by the Postmaster that tie 
stamps that bore the face of the banished Presi- 
dent Soloman must be put on the letters upside 
down, or else they would not be forwarded to 
their destination. Thisinverting of stamps on 
letters they consider the acme of disgrace te the 
person whose face is represented on them. 

NEw-ORLEANS, La., Jan. 18.—The British 
Steamship Cuban, Capt. James Laweon, from 
Liverpool via St. Thomas, Haytian ports or and 
Kingston, arrived this morning. She reports 
having left Port am Prince on Jan. 3. A mobil- 
ization of troops took place om Jan. 2, and a 
parse 3 uneasy feeling prevailed, ewing to a re- 
port that Gen, Bottex was marching from the 
north on the capital with an army estimated at 
from 5,000 te 7,000 men, The new man-of-war 
purchased from the French by the Légitime 
Governinent was daily expected at Port an 
Prince, and on her arrival the Légitime fleet 
would consist of four gunboats and three 
cruisers. 

The biockade of the northern ports is only 
nominally kept up, several slieamers having 
touched at Cape Haytien and Port de Paix. 
Business at Portau Princeis fairly brisk, the 
condition of the country having thus far affected 
trade at that port very little. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Department of 
State has received a oablegram from Consul 
Allen, at Kingston, Jamaica, stating that the 
United States steamer Ossipee arrived there to- 
day with the Haytian Republic, 


HYPPOLITE MAKES A STAND. 
Capt. Evans of the Atlas Line steamship 
Andes, which arrived yesterday from Kingston, 
gave almost the first direct and intelligent ac- 
count of the movements of the Haytian troops 
that bas been had. 

“The power of Hippolyte,” he said, “is now 
concentrated at the port of St. Mare, where 
behind almost impregnable fortifications he 
bids defiance to the army ef Légitime. The 
military force of each party is about the same, 
numbering perhaps about 10,000 men. Légi- 
time is investing St. Mare both by land and sea, 
though he is obliged te retain a portion of his 
army at Port au Prince in order to keep 
the peace there. It is very probable that 
the first big battle of the Haytian 
civil war has occurred by this time, the 
siege of St. Marc having been prosecuted with 
vigor.

It is upon the whole a.good thing that the 
amendment to the Tariff bill providing for 
a direct bounty on, the sugar produced in 
this country passed the Senate yesterday. 
It is-one ofthe very few clauses of that bill 
that states openly and honestly what it 
means to do and explains its own purpose 
and effect. This is a decided gain. If: it 
were proposed to vote a direct bounty to 
every beneficiary of the bill in place of 
a duty beyond what was needed for 
revenue, the bill would be open to 
various objections, but one of them 
would not be that it was a series of false 
pretenses. When the need of revenue is no 
longer made the basis of a tariff it neces- 
sarily becomes a system of bounties. If the 
courts will permit the payment of bounties 
to favored persons at the public expense, 
and if the people of the country will sanc- 
tion that use of the taxing power, there is 
no fault to be found with the lawmakers 
who enact that it shall be done. They 
rather deserve gratitude for putting the 
issue so plainly before the country. 








The *‘omnibus” bill for the}admission of 
five new States, North and South Dakota, 
Montana, Washington, and New-Mexico, 
was passed by the House yesterday by a 
vote: of 144 to 98, all but 8 of the affirm- 
ative votes being cast by Democrats, and 
all the negative votes by Republicans. As 
one Republican member of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Territories and two other Re- 
publican Senaters are said to be in 
favor of admitting all these Territories, 
the chance of the final passage of the bill 
is believed to be good. Nevertheless, this 
logrolling combination.is a very objection- 
able way of admitting new States. Each 
case ought to be acted upon deliberately 
and on its merits. At least one of these 
Territories, New-Mexico, ought not to be 
admitted to Statehood at present, and prob- 
ably would not be if its case stood alone 
and was properly considered. Neither the 
extent nor the character of its population 
nor its industrial development entitles it 
to-come into the Union. 


Amother has been added to the long line 
oi scandalous jobs connected with the con- 
struction of the Capitol at Albany. The 
costly stone vaulting of the Assembly 
Chamber was ruined by neglect, when the 
defects developed by the settling of the 
building might easily have been remedied 
and the solid and beautiful construction 
made safe and permanent. When it was 
finally decided to remove the vaulting it 
was to be replaced with a carved oak ceil- 
ing. This was understood when the appre- 
priation was made, and when bids for the 
work were invited, but the matter was 
placed in the control of an incompe- 
tent superintendent, and it has been 
botched. It is not evident that the 
Jaw or the actual terms of the contract 
have been violated, but the committee in 
charge of the matter and Superintendent 
ANDREWS have permitted the contractor to 
put up asham ceiling of plaster of paris 
instead of the solid oak intended. It has 
_ eost the State Treasury $277,000, and some- 


body must have made a pile of money out 


of it. The whole proceeding is disgrace- 
ful, but of a piece with the miserable job- 
beryewhich politics has made of so much of 
the work on the Capitol. The whole struct- 
ure is @ monument of extravagance and 
mismanagement. 


The Baltimore Sun publishes interviews 
with persons interested in the canned-goods 
trade to the effect that this industry, 
upon which not less than 60,000 working- 
men in Maryland are said to be more or 
less dependent, would suffer’ great de- 
pression if the additional duty on tin plate 
should be imposed. Baltimore canmakers 
use annually about one-sixth of the quan- 
tity of tin plate imported, and make one- 
fifth ef the cans used in thiscountry. The 
Sun says; ‘In the year ended June 30, 
1888, we imported 634,944,601 pounds of 
tin plate, terne plate, &c., and the duty 
paid into the Treasury on this importation 
was $6,349,446. Under the Senate bill the 
price to be paid a year, on the basis of 
present importations, to encourage half a 
dozen Pittsburg capitalists to make tin 
plate, would be $7,300,000 additional, 
the entire burden on tin plate mount- 
ing up to $13,650,000 a year! Balti- 
more, which imported last year 1,229,- 
884 boxes of tin plate, would feel 
this burden in the extinction of an im- 
portant branch of its foreign trade. Our 
canners would find themselves in need of 
about 20 per cent. more capital to carrp on 
their business, and a multitude of other in- 
dustries—not to mention the consumer— 
would be depressed by the new burden.” 
This proposition to depress the canning and 
can-making industries for the benefit of cer- 
tain persons in Pittsburg may remind the 
people of Baltimore of the extinction of cer- 
tain copper-smelting industries by a high 
duty imposed for the benefit of a ring of 
copper-mining companies, and may direct 
attention again to the fact that the mem- 
bers of this ring showed their gratitude for 
this protection last year by combining with 
French speculaters to raise the price of 
copper nearly 70 per cent. for consumers in 
this country, and thus to plunder the very 
people who had by protective duties en- 
riched them and developed their property. 


The practical application of the exten- 
sive drill ground in Van Cortlandt Park to 
the uses of the National Guard is likely to 
make the present year memorable in the 
history of the First Brigade. Some time 
will be required to remeve buildings and 
fences on the tract, to take away sundry 
trees, and to secure needed drainage and 
grading, but a preliminary appropriation 
has been made by the city for the purpose. 
The drill ground proper comprises about 
120 acres, and the measure setting it apart 
for the purpose is the more commendable 
since if ends apprehension as to the em- 
ployment of Central Park as a parade 
ground. The review and parade of 
the New-York City troops is always 
an occasion of great local enthusiasm, 
and brings together an enormous throng. 
Even if the troops themselves would 
take good care to do no injury to Central 
Park, the overwhelming rush of scores of 
thousands of people to see them manwuvre 
might make havoc with the turf and the 
shrubbery. At Van Cortlandt Park the 
troops will have a great deal larger space 
for exercise, with the satisfaction of know- 
ing that the place is for their express use, 
and that nobody will object. 








PECULIAR “‘COMMON SENSE.” 

So much has been reported of the ability 
and high character of Mr. MCMILLAN, the 
newly-elected Senator of Michigan, that, 
notwithstanding the fact that he is to be 
an addition to the millionaire members of 
the Senate with “large interests” to be 
protected, we had hoped that he might 
have at least fairly intelligent views on 
matters of public policy. It is somewhat 
discouraging, therefore, to come across his 
remarks upon thesurplus reported in yester- 
day’s Timres. He admitted that the dispo- 
sition of the surplus in the National Treas- 
ury is an ‘“‘important question,” and re- 
marked: “If I have a surplus as an indi- 
vidual, [know what to do withit. If I 
have any debts, I certainly pay them 
first, and if I have anything left, I 
am likely to make some improvements.” 
He expressed the further opinion that 
public business should be conducted as 
level-headed men conduct their private 
affairs, and that the ‘‘exercise of common 
sense” is the ‘‘most essential thing to be 
observed.” In the latter remark we quite 
agree with him, but his observation about 
the surplus shows a remarkable lack of 
common sense and Ceserves to rank with 
the historic statements that the tariff is a 
**mere local issue,” and that a surplus is 
‘easier to handle than a deficit,” and with 
the famous “‘three-cent joke” of Senator 
EVARTS. 

The doctrine of Senator-elect MCMILLAN 
is that the Government is in a position 
analogous to that of a private citizen, a 
manufacturer of car wheels, for instance, 
and that if itis getting a surplus of reve- 
nue the sensible thing for it to do is to pay 
off its debts, and ifit has anything left, to 
spend it upon improving its property. The 
public, he says, is only a ‘‘ vast aggregation 
of individuals,” and its representatives 
should ‘“‘carry the best methods of doing 
private business into the conduct of na- 
tional affairs.” Now, let us push this re- 
markable analogy between the Government 
and the “individual” a little further. 
The individual, we will say, has made 
twelve or fifteen millions manufacturing 
car wheels, being protected from foreign 
competition by a high duty. If he has 
debts and a surplus, he pays off the debts 
and makes improvements and goes on in- 
creasing his income as much as he can. 
Why, then, should not the Government take 
every means in its power to increase its in- 
come, and not only pay off its debts and 
make improvements, but keep on making 
improvements and acquiring property until 
it is the richest Government on earth? It 
might im the course of time, perhaps, get 
all the property of the country into its own 
hands and establish Socialism on a gigantic 
scale, running all industries and business 
en its own account. 

The difficulty is that no such analogy 





| exfists between the Government and theindi- 
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vidual as Mr. McMILLAN assumes. The Gov- 
ernment is simply an agency of the people 
for the execution of certain purposes, It 
has no sources of revenue of its own, and 
can only use the money belonging to the 
people, taking it from them by the taxing 
power which they have lodged with their 
representatives. It can have a surplus in 
the Treasury only by drawing it out of the 
substance of the people. It belongs to 
them, but the Government takes it away 
and puts it beyond their control. The “* vast 
aggregate of individuals” constituting the 
public may have use for that money. Per- 
haps they have private debts that they 
find it hard to pay, and possibly many of 
them as individuals have no surplus above 
their daily wants. If the Government did 
not take from them money which it does 
not need and pile it up in the Treasury or 
pay debts with it that are not due, and that 
it would have to pay a high premium for 
the privilege of liquidating, or squander it 
upon “improvements,” the people might find 
use for it in their ‘private business” and 
get a direct benefit from retaining it. It 
seems to us that common sense dictates that 
the people should be allowed to retain what 
fairly belongs to them, and that the Gov- 
ernment should exact no more revenue than 
it actually needs for an economical ad- 
ministration of public affairs. Common 
sense teaches that there should be no sur- 
plus to “* dispose of,” and that taxes should 
be remitted and the revenue reduced when- 
ever it appears that the Government is 
drawing from the people more than it needs. 


THE ADDITIONAL COST. 


In the course of the debate concerning 
the proposed increase of the duty on tin 
plates the following colloquy took place: 

“Mr. VANCE—Will not that tariff duty, if im- 
posed, increase the price of the domestic ar- 
ticle ? if ad 

“Mr. ALDRICH—I?f the increase of duty goes 
into effect before the American producer se- 
cures a part or the whole of the American 
market, undoubtedly it will. 

“Mr. VANCE—Yes. Well, who will pay for 
that increased duty while the American pro- 
ducer is trying to get hold of the market? 

“Mr. ALDRICH—The people who buy tin plate 
and consume tin plate will probably pay the 
additional cost.” 


The American consumer will not only 
pay the additional cost while *‘ the Ameri- 
can producer is trying to get hold of the 
market,” but he will also continue after- 
ward to pay a large part of the additional 
cost, if not all of it. The present rate of 
duty increased the cost of the tin plate 
used in this country last’year by more than 
$6,000,000. Itis proposed that this duty 
(about 34 per cent.) shall be raised to 70 
per cent. on Jan. 1,1890. If no tin plate 
should be made in this country during the 
calendar year 1890 the new duty would 
in that year take at least $13,000,000 out 
of the pockets of consumers of canned 
goods and of those who buy articles made 
of sheet iron covered with tin. Butitis 
expected that a part of the supply would 
be produced in that first year at home. If 
one or two Pennsylvania mills should then 
be making tin plates we may be sure that 
they would exact a price almost equal to 
the price of foreign plates with the high 
duty added, and so the people would be 
forced to pay the additional cost. 








The history of certain other protected in- 
dustries indicates the course that would be 
pursued by the protected makers of tin 
plate, even after they should be able to 
supply a large part of the quantity re- 
quired. The industry would be controlled 
by a few manufacturers, and its condition 
in this respect would resemble that of the 
steel-beam and the steel-rail industries. 
The steel and iron beam industry has been 
coddled and protected by a duty of $28 
a ton, which appears to be equal to 102% 
per cernt., and surely exceeds 80 percent. 
It is notorious that the seven or eight 
manufacturers have for a long time been in 
combination to exact aring price for their 
products. They admit that for sixteen 
years, with one interval, such a combina- 
tion lias existed. In 1887 the thirteen or 
fourteen manufacturers of steel rails raised 
the price of rails by combination to $40 a 
ton, thus taking advantage of almost the 
entire duty of $17 to exact unjust profits 
from the people who had given them pro- 
tection. : 

Suppose that half a dozen of the Pennsyl- 
vania manufacturers, whe are experts in 
the art of combination, should undertake 
the manufacture of tin plate under the pro- 
posed duty. Does any one who is familiar 
with the history of existing combinations 
in the iron and steel industry believe that 
these manufacturers would not combine to 
exact a price as high as the cohesive power 
of the ring would permit, under the very 
high duty? Undoubtedly such would be 
the condition of the industry. 

The imposition of the proposed duty 
would offer a premium for the formation of 
a Tin Plate Trust or similar combination. 
The authors of the bill may say, as they 
have said with reference to certain existing 
combinations, that such a combination 
would be broken down “in time,” but it is 
notorious that other combinations that are 
upheld by the tariff are now many years 
old, and the authors of the bill have ad- 
mitted in the Senate that the combination 
of the manufacturers of steel and iron 
beams may “‘last for twenty years.” 


JUDGE WOODS'S CLAIMS. 


Another claimant for preferment by Pres- 
ident HARRISON has appeared in the per- 
son of Judge Woops of Indiana. His claim 
is of the same nature with those of DUDLEY 
and of the author of the Murchison letter 
and of the two clerks who stole the mailing 
list of the Prohibition organ and sold it to 
CLARKSON and Quay, who bought it know- 
ing it to bestolen. In our judgment, though 
lixe these claims in kind, the claim of Judge 
Woops is stronger in degree. The texts of 
his original‘and of his revised instructions 
tothe Grand Jury of Indiana, which are 
now at hand, show clearly in what it 
consists. 

In his first instruction Judge Woops told 
the Grand Jury that the statute of the 
United States *‘ makes any one guilty who 
counsels bribery.” We do not see how 
any other construction of the language of 
the 
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is even possible, and neither at. 


sure of his ground and so desirous to im- 
press the Grand Jury with its impregnable- 
ness that he repeated his view of the law 
several times. “This clause makes it an 
offense for any person to advise another to 
attempt to commit any of the offenses 
named in this section.” ‘* While it is nota 
crime to make the attempt, it is a crime to 
advise another to make the attempt.” 
‘The one who commands er gives this ad- 
vice is an offender under this law.” 

This tautology was not objectionable if it 
was employed for the purpese of convincing 
the jury beyond any doubt that it was their 
duty to find an indictment against anybedy 
who had advised anybody else to bribe a 
voter in a Federal election. Judge Woops 
meant to enforce the proposition, which the 
language of the statute conveys, that in 
order to indict DUDLEY nothing was neces- 
sary except to show that the letter was 
actually his and that it reached somebody. 
Whether the receiver took any steps to- 
ward bribing anybody in consequence of 
it was, as the Judge said four times over, 
an irrelevant consideration. 


After this the pressure began. The re- 
sults of this pressure are shown in the 
second instruction, in which the learned 
Judge finds himself obliged to declare that 
the view he first set forth and reiterated is 
not only incorrect, but that there is not 
enough in it to warrant its submission to a 
court in such a form that it can be argued 
and decided. He treats it as simply un- 
worthy of notice. His second view is that 
“the mere sending by one to another of 
a letter or document containing advice to 
bribe a voter, * * * however bold and 
reprehensible, is notindictable.” ‘There 
must be shown in addition an attempt by 
the receiver of the letter, or of some other 
instigated by him to execute the scheme.” 


Now we submit that such a conversion as 
this for the protection of a person who has 
“counseled bribery” entitles the convert 
to the highest consideration on the part of 
the President whom the bribery elects. 
Practically, as we have pointed out, such a 
decision closes the question and insures 
immunity to the offender, for while an 
incorrect statement of the law in the course 
of a trial is subject to review, an incorrect 
statement of the law in an address toa 
Grand Jury cannot be reversed, reviewed, 
argued against, or excepted to. The serv- 
ice of Judge Woops is, therefore, of the 
highest value and it is rendered at a 
very great cost. For OscoopBy and 
DupLEY himself and the men who 
stole the mailing list have no repu- 
tation to lose in particular. OsGoop- 
BY, as represented by his friends, even 
thinks he has gained in this respect. Buta 
Judge of the United States District Court 
must, ex offieio, so to speak, be sensitive 
to the opinion of his fellow-men. Their re- 
spect and his own self-respect must have 
some value for him. In estimating the 
claims of Judge Woops these things must 
be considered in arriving at the measure of 
damages. No doubt several seats on the 
bench of the Supreme Court of the United 
States will become vacant during President 
HARRISON’s term. Butthe Senate, by finally 
confirming President CLEVELAND’s appoint- 
ment of a Chief-Justice, has put it out of 
the power of his successor to make any ade- 
quate return to Judge Woops for his services 
and sacrifices in behalf of the cause. There 
are Judges on the bench who would not 
regard even the Chief-Justiceship as any 
compensation whatever for such services 
and such sacrifices; but as Judge Woops 
is of a different opinion, the question what 
should be done for him should engage the 
early attention of the incoming Admin- 
istration. 








THE CONTROL OF THE ORINOCO. 


Venezuelans are becoming unpleasantly 
awakened to the fact that British Guiana 
is establishing herself on the delta of the 
Orinoco with an evident purpose to stay. 
This in some respects is quite as important 
an encroachment upon what they consider 
their territory as the grabbing of the 
Yuruari gold tract in the interior. The Ori- 
noco is the great highway of commerce for 
the northern slope of South America. With 
its multitudinous affluents it drains almost 
every part of Venezuela, and its possession 
is a source of pride as well as ot profit for 
that republic. Point Barima, where the 
officials of Georgetown have established a 
customs post, is at the junction of a river of 
the same name, with the Orinoco at its 
broad mouth. Its possession, of course, im- 
plies the extension of the boundary of 
British Guiana, and, in fact, the line now 
claimed by the latter strikes the right bank 
of the Orinoco considerably further to the 
west than Point Barima. 


‘There is not much doubt that in the 
boundary dispute which has been going on 
for a long time between Venezuela and 
British Guiana both sides have advanced 
extreme pretensions. Venezuela, for ex- 
ample, cannot expect to confine the British 
to the Essequibo as their western limit. She 
derives her rights, of course, through Spain, 
having proclaimed her independence in 
1811, and, after some vicissitudes, achieved 
it several years later. Great Britain takes 
her title from the Dutch, who ceded to her 


. the colonies of Essequibo, Demerara, and 


Berbice in 1796, but reacquired them half 
a dozen years later, then parted with them 
again to Great Britain, this disposition 
being confirmed in 1814. The present ques- 
tion is therefore simply the old one 
between the Spaniards and the Dutch, 
who had frequent disputes over it. 
But what is clear from the treaty of 
Munster, made in 1648, is that the Span- 
ish were recognized as possessed of the 
Orinoco and the Dutch of the Essequibo. 
So in the extradition treaty of the two 
nations made in 1691, the Essequibo celo- 
nies were spoken of as belonging to the 
Dutch and the Orinoco colonies to the 
Spaniards. Butit would be rather a strange 
interpretation that the entire valley of the 
Orinoco was intended in the one case and 
only half the valley of the Essequibo in the 
other, In fact, the remains of what un- 
questionably were Dutch forts are found 
on the Pomazon River, which flows into the 
sea west of the Essequibo, and also at the 
junction of the Tapuru with the Cuyani, 
which last is a western tributary of the 


possession could be proved as far north on 
the coast as the Maruco. 

This, however, is quite a different matter 
from carrying the British Guiana boundary 
completely up to the Orinoco on the coast 
and then westward in the interior almost 
to the Caroni,a branch of the Orinoco 
flowing about parallel to the Essequibo. 
The ground taken by the British is that the 
whole region drained by the Essequibo be- 
longed to the Dutch, as that of the Orinoco 
belonged to the Spanish. This claim 
might not be seriously resisted save that 
the great tributary of the Essequibo, the 
Cuyuni, rises far to the west, beyond the 
rich Caratal gold fields, whose possession 
is one of the chief elements in the present 
controversy. But even were the British 
claim to the entire watershed both of 
the Essequibo and its branches conceded, 
that itself would not give them Point Ba- 
rima or any of the adjoining territory im- 
mediately south of the Orinoco. The rea- 
son is that between the valley of the latter 
river and that of the Cuyuni there is a 
range of mountains called the Imataca 
which makes a decided division line. Ac- 
cording to GUZMAN BLANCO, in 18386 the 
British Legation at Caracas spontaneously 
recognized the sovereignty of Venezuela at 
Point Barima by asking to have a light- 
house put there to aid the navigation of 
the Orinoco.. Five years later, it is true, a 
British engineer, SCHOMBURG, put up 
posts as far as Barima, but these were 
objected to and removed. So far as geo- 
graphical conditions can rule, the Imataca 
Mountains, forming a watershed which 
carries allthe streams on one side of it 
northward into the Orinoco, whereas those 
on the opposite side flow southward into the 
Cuyuni, would seem a thorough example of 
a natural boundary. This could be com- 
pleted by the river Maruco, which flows 
from this range eastward into the Atlantic 
about forty miles north of the mouth of the 
Essequibo. No doubt those persons inter- 
ested in the English mines of the Yuruari 
region would be content with this bound- 
ary tould they at the same time secure 
possession of the gold tract sonth of it. 
But the importance of holding a firm foot- 
hold on the Orinoco itself causes British 
Guiana to maintain herself there in spite of 
Venezuelan protests. 








The terms of the new treaty between 
Russia and Corea, which has naturally 
caused anxiety in China, indicate that 
while the old portsin the peninsula, open 
already to the former as to several other 
nations, remain accessible, a new one has 
been added to the list for Russia’s particu- 
lar benefit. As the latter power concluded 
@commercial treaty with Corea in 1884, it 
was of course to be assumed that the pres- 
ent arrangement aimed at larger advantages. 
While many of the terms of this new agree- 
ment are really reciprocal, and while the 
population of the Russian border at the 
coast is known to be largely Corean, yet it 
isevident that the benetits of the compact 
will largely inure tothe more powerful of 
the neighbors. Theperfect liberty of travel 
and trade accorded to Russians in Corea 
and the privilege of leasing lands and 
founding factories there, together with 
some unusual concessions as to navigation, 
will no doubt show their effect in due time 
in Russian influence on the peninsula. It 
is accordingly net surprising that, since 
this agreement was made under the super- 
vision of Judge DENNY as the King’s ad- 
viser in foreign affairs, our countrymen 
should be looked on with some suspicion in 
English and Japanese as well as in Chinese 
quarters. 








The expedition of Cossack colonists, under 
ASCHINOFF, evidently means to establish 
itself in Abyssinia in spite pf the frowns of 
the Czar. This opposition, however, of the 
Russian Government was perhaps little more 
than an official disclaimer of responsibili- 
ty, and since the expedition started from 
Trieste it is still further divested of a na- 
tional character. But it is a queer enter- 
prise that ASCHINOFF thus undertakes, 
with his hundred of followers, men, women, 
and children. He has undoubtedly secured 
from King JOHN the right to plant a colony 
in Abyssinia, and this seems to have been 
accomplished by awaking the dusky mon- 
arch’s interest in the points of analogy 
between the Coptic and the Greek Church. 
Perhaps, too, with England and Italy 
pressing him around Massowah, he was in- 
clined to look with favor upon Russian 
coJonists for political reasons. On his part 
ASCHINOFF has been able to stimulate some 
religious sympathy with his plans in Kus- 
sia by his theory of the ease with which 
the Abyssinians might be brought to con- 
form to the Russian ecclesiastical system, 
.and doubtless many mere are prepared to 
follow this pioneer colony should it succeed. 
His proposed station of New-Moscew is not 
very clearly defined, but seems to be some- 
where between the French port at Obock 
and the Italian at Massowah.

THE COMING REVOLT AGAINST THE 
‘* Boss” OF PENNSYLVANIA, 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Jan. 18.—By utterly dis- 
regarding everybody else’s wish but his own in 
the organization of the State Legislature United 
States Senator Quay has displeased tmnany of 
his friends. Already there is a growing disposi- 
tion to check the one-man rule which the junior 
Senator has inaugurated, and the revolt of 
1882, when Robert E. Pattison, Democrat, was 
elected, may be repeated in the Gubernatorial 
contest two years hence. 

Not afew of the members of the Legislature 
have sacrificed the friendship of their econstit- 


wents that the will of Quay might rule. Mur- 
murings of discord are now heard among this 
class because of the evident purpose of the Na- 
tional Chuirman to punish those who, though 
they have served the party faithfully ana long, 
have refused to listen to his dictation in years 
past. The sagacious Republican is free to ex- 
press himself that Mr;-Quay will precipitate a 
revolt by his arbitrary course in this State. 
Many of the members of the Legislature who 
have obeyed his mandates are now criticising 
Quay’s vindictive course, and contend that it is 
unwise and dangereus from a political stand- 
point, with a tendency to weaken the influence 
of the young Senator. 

That there are two factions in the Republican 
camp can no longer be denied, and the jeader of 
the opposition to Quay is the yeung iron king of 
*Allegheny County, Christopher L. Maxee, who 
makes no effort to hide his dislike fer the 
“puss.” Magee, of course, will make no fight 
just new, but he willenlistevery enemy of Quay 
in a revolt when the time comes. There is every 
reason to belicove that Gov. Beaver also is an- 
tagonistic to Quay, because he has been forced 
to obey Quay’s will in some recent appoint- 
ments, but-he has not shown any disposition to 
i anything in direct opposition to the young 

088. 

Much speculation is indulged in as to the at- 
titude of Seuators Cameron and Quay toward 
each other, and those who ought to know allege 
that as leng as Quay refrains from meddling 
with Cameron’s candidacy for re-election to the 
Senate the senior Senator willnotinuterfere with 
Quay’s method of handling the Federal patron- 
agein Pennsylvania. But if the junior should 
attempt to provoke the Camerons into a party 
fight for Donala’s re-election the senior Senator 
will show the National Chairman a thing or 
two. The Camerons are still a power in Penn- 
sylvania, and if they should ally themselves 
with Magee in the western part of the State. 
Beaver iu the central part, and the anti-Quay 
men generally the junior Senator would soon 
find himself without a following.

RACE WITH CAMBRIDGE, 
NEw-HAVEN, Jan. 18.—Capt. Woodraff of the — 
Yale crew, speaking about the probabilities o 
@race with Cambridge, says: “There is nuw 
s0me reason to believe that there will be a race, 
It will be rowed in England, between the Ist 
and 15th of August, as the crew cannet leave 
until July and must be back at the beginning o’ 
the term. The matter rests largely with the 
Cambridge men. We probably would not row 
with the Dublin crew, as it would be difficult to 
agree upon a date. The crews across the water 
row earlier in the season than we do.” 

Just who will sit in the boat this yearis still 
unknown, but this trip across the water wil) in- 
duce some to remain in the crow who, perhaps, 
otherwise would bot. Caldwell, the famons 
stroke of 1886 and 1887, who refused to rew 
last year, 18 pretty sure to tako his old place. 
It has just been learned that he 1s the man who 
atarted and carried on the unotticial correspond- 
ence with the Cambridge crew in regard to a 
race with Yale. This contains evidenee that 
Caldweii desires to take part in a race with tha 
English students. Some Yale men object to gty- 
ing Caldwell a place in the boat beeause he 
would not row in 1888, when his aid was 
thought te be sorely needed. His ecrrespond- 
ence with Cambridge, being entirely without 
authority, has also an eifect that is notin hig 
favor. Caldweill’s skill a8 an earsman and 
Yale’s need of an expert stroke, however, will 
insure him the place if he will aceeptit. As re- 
gards his correspondence with the Cambridge 
crew there is no blame to be attached to him. 

In a conversation with Capt. Woodruff last 
Fall Caldwell asked Woodruif if he thought 
there was any objection to corresponding with 
Cambridge in regard toarace. Wooruff said 
that he thonght there could be ne objection. 
Woodruff had in mind only offieial correspend- 
ence, but Caldweli did not understand it that 
way, and the latter wrotea letter whieh brenght 
acable reply that Cambridge was willing td 
row. President Snipe and Capt. Woodruff knew 
the facts when the word was received from 
Evgiand, but it was deemed advisahle nor ta 
explain matters until a reply to an cfiicial letter 
was received from Cambridge. 

Corbin, who expected to retire from the crew, 
would probably row if they were to struggle 
against a foreign university, and the same Is 
true o€ Gill. Carter will not row, bat will coach 
the crew, and Hartwell and Brewster will 
surely row. 

The English oarsmen show themselves to be 
eager for a race with Yale and are extremeiy 
courteous. They will give the Yale men a regal 
entertainment if the latter go to Engiacd. In 
a recent letter they stated that Cambridge rows 
with Oxford in April and then goes into train- 
ing for the college races ip June, which com- 
prise eight-oared, four-oared, and two-oared 
races and single-sculi races. After the June 
races the crew gees into training for the Hen- 
ley Regatta, which is held in July. On this 
account they would prefer to row Yale earlier 
than August, but the Yale crew cannot go ear- 
lier than that.

THE BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 
Yesterday’s public rehearsalof the Brook- 

lyn Philharmenic Society prefatory to this 

evening’s concert was an extremely interesting 
entertainment. The programme consistec of 

Gluck’s overture to ‘Iphigenia in Aulis,” a 

largo and allegro of Bach, transcribea for or- 

chestra by Theodore Thomas; Chopin’s E minor 
piano Goncer.o, played by Moriz Rosenthal, and 

Rubinstein’s “Dramatic” symphony. The Bach 

music has been excellently arranged by Mr. 


Thomas, whose ability in orchestration is once 
more finely displayed. The arrangement ts ded- 
lcated to the Brooklyn Philharmonic Society, 
with whose existence ine. name of Mr. Thomas 
appears to be indisnolubly identified. 

Nothing new can be said now of Mr. Rosentbal’s 
performance of the Chopin concerto. We have 
already spoken ot i1tas wonderful in clearness 
and certainty of technique and altogether ad- 
mirable in conception. I[tis a performance of 
this particular concerto, one of the daintiest 
and most poetic of piano creations, which bas 
never been equaled within our recollection. 
The planist dia himself full justice yesterday. 
He was enthusiastically recalied several times, 
and finaliy in response to the prolonged ap- 
plause generously treated the audience to his 
astonishing rendering of Liszt’s twelfth Hun- 
garian rhapsody. The orchestra was ‘in good 
form and its work was well done throughout 
the afternoon. The same pregramme will be re- 
peated to-night. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Meyerbeer’s opera, “‘Der Prophet,” was 
performed again at the Metropolitan Opera 
House last evening. The audience was not 80 
large as that which attended Wedmesday even- 
ing’s performance of “DasyRaeingold,” but it 
endeavored to atone for its size by a display ef 


enthusiasm. The evening’s proceedings moved 
with great smoothness.

WANTING TO ELIMINATE CREED: 
PREJUDIOL£. 

YROSPECT OF AN EXCITING ELECTION IN 
THE REPUBLICAN CLUB, WITH TWO 
TICKETS IN THE FIELD. 

There isa prospect that when the .mem- 
bers of the Republican Club of the City of Now- 
York hold their annual election of officera they 
will have a lively time. Spirited sessions are 
no novelty in the experience of the Republican 
Clab. A month or so ago there was one which 
was notable from the fact that two or three 
Rentlemen who were candidates for member- 
ship were blackballed, apparently on the ground 
that they were Hebrews. This straightway 
found its way into the newspapers, and there 
were explanations, and charges, and threats, 


and denials, and sermonizings, and moralizings, 
and ether features of a general unpleasantness. 

Now, although all this happened some weeks 
age, it has by mo means been fergotten. It 
lingers yet in the memories of some of the 
members who draw the line at biackpalling a 
man because of his creed, and they are sharp- 
ening their tomakawks with an eye to oeatee on 
Menday night. They have been going a little 
beyond mere negative arguments, too; that is, 
they Rave put upa ticket against the list of 
candidates for the various offices picked out by 
the duly-constituted nominating cemmittee of 
the club. 

The first intimation many of the members 
had that there was to be an opposition ticket 
eame in the shape of a circular dated Jan 16, 
but not issued generally until yesterday. It 
briefly set forth that there was @ report that. 
there was an organized epposition to certain 
names on the regular ticket and urgently re- 
quested members to attend the election so that 
afuil vote might be secured. No preference 
forany candidate was expressed, and most of 
the signers explain that they only wanted the 
elub to choose those whom the majority want- 
ed. The circular was ‘signed by Thomas F. 
Wentworth, James W. Hawes, William Leary, 
John F. Baker, W. M. K. Olcott, M. 8. Isaacs, 
and J. 8. Lehmater. 

The rumors of an ——— ticket at first 
were to the effect that the fight would be 
against Cephas Brainerd, the regular nominee 
for First Vice-President, and Edward T. Bart- 
lett for member of the Executive Oommittee 
for a term of five years. But when the opposi- 
tion ticket was issued yesterday it bore the 
names of both of these gentlemen, but a little 
‘lower down 1t made a clean sweep, substituting 
an entirely different Committee on Membership. 
For this committee the two tickets read: 


Regular—Henry W. Hayden, J. H. Emery, M. R. 
Swift, Philip Cross. 

Opposition—Cephas Brainerd, Jr., Austin E. 
Pressinger, James L. Wandling, Charles H. Mur- 
ray, Thomas H. Baskerville. 

The first two were named for one-year terms, 
the other three for three-year terms, the fifth 
man being added to fill an existing vacancy. 

At thetime of the trouble of a month ago 11 
members voted solidly against the rejected can- 
didates. At least 11 similar votes were found, 
and the similarity led to the general belief that 
the members who east them had acted on a con- 
certed plan. Nobody charges thas all the pro- 
posed committeemen on the regular ticket were 
among the 11, but the idea that one or two of 
them might have been of the blaekballing party 
had a great deal to do with the determination 
to run an opposition ticket. If the question 
then atissue was not decided at the time, say’ 
some of the members of the club, it must be set- 
tled by ® general vete of the members. The 
ballot a month ago was secret, and the present 
opposition is based to a great extent upon belief 
rather than upon definite proef. Nevertheless, 
1t promises to be lively enough to give the club 
an exciting election. 

But outside of all this is the chance that a 
question, more of a purely political nature, will 
enter largely into the coming election. Tho 
‘* machine erow4d,” it is said, has determined to 
capture some of the offiees of the club and alms 
to beat Cephas Brainerd, the regular nomines 
for First Vice-President. To do thig itis likely 
to nominate A. C. Cheney for the place, substi- 
tuting the name of Caries N. Taiutor on the 
list of the Executive Committee in the place of 
that of Mr. Cheney. Tuis ticket, so far as could 
be learned last night, had not yet been issued, 
but the plans to bring it out are pretty well ad- 
vanced. 

W. M. K. Olcott, the present Recording Secre- 
tary of the club, said last night that he had 
signed the circular urging members to attend 
the election simply because he wanted to see a 
full vote and the choice of a majority expressed. 
Meyer 8. Isaacs expressed the same view of the 
case. Both agreed that in signing the ciroular 
they inno way pledged themselves to the sup- 
port of any particular ticket or candidate.

TO INVESTIGATE A OAUVOUS.

pt the next election, and you may be sure that 
they will take advantage of the opportunity. 
Ward is simply aiding them in procuring future 
campaign thunder. Poor policy for a Repub- 
lican, eertainly.” 

Senator Ward was asked ir he had any further 
expianstion to make. He said he bad nothing 
that he cared to make public. He conveyed the 
impression, however, that there was evidence 
to show that meney had been used. 

The impression among the politicans to-day is 
that no attempt will be made by the opponents 
of Mr. Washburn to defeat the will of last 
night’s caucus. The feeling is general that Mr. 
Sabin will stick to what he said last night and 
gracefully suppert Mr. Washburn’s election in 
the Legislature next Tuesday. However, the 
Muli City man’s friends will keep a close watch 
on the movements of their opponents to make 
sure that nothing of the kind is attempted, and 
be fully prepared in any event. 





FUTURE OF OCLORED EPISOOPALIANS. 

CHARLESTON, 8 C., Jan. 18.—In the last

It provides that in any diocese eontaining 
alarge number of persons of color it shall be 
lawful for the Bishop and convention of the 
same to constitute such population inte a spo- 
cial missionary organization umder the charge 
ot the Bishep. Such organizations and their 
ministers to be received into union with the 
convention of the diocese only on such terms 
and by anch process as may be provided by the 
convention itself.

“The Democrats can hardly have any reason 
to complain if the Republicans of Delaware re- 
joice that at last they control ene ef the houses 
of the Legislature of this State and at last are 
to be represented upon the fluor of the Senate 
of the United States.

Tammany showed some regard for the 
spirit of civil service reform last night.

}that Henry D..Purroy may control them. Gen. 
Roger A. Pryor, T. C. T. Crain, Robert E. Deyo, 
William W. Cook, and Gen. John Coehrane we re 
reappointed a committee to carry on proceed- 
ings against trusts, and Attorney-General 
Tabor and his assistants were congratulated on 
the success of the suit against the Sugar Trust.

The whole material of 
evolution is based on admitted facts. 

With certain ehanges, the Darwinian theory 
under various causes becomes more reasonable 
than before, and falls into place as the philos- 
ophy of evolution which 1s the only rational, 
adequate exposition of the vast and complex, 
yet orderly and rational arrangement of an om- 
nipovent God. I

The officials of the Fourth-Avenue Rail- 
road Company will probably net sign the con- 
tract for 1889 which was submitted to them by 
the Executive Board of District Assembly No. 
226. Yesterday a notice signed by Superintend- 
ent Skitt was posted up in the stables of the 
company stating that the rate of wages and 
hours of labor will remain the same for the year 
1889. 

The men are discontented because they say 
disagreeabe duties are forced upon them, which 
bring them into conflict with the passengers. 

One new rule is that they must collect fares as 
s00N as passengers board the oars. Many of 
the ladies who ride on the Fourth-avenue cars, 
the men say, are fastidious and capricious, and 
taking exception to the cenductors calling 
‘‘fare’’ as soon as they enter, threaten to report 
them for rudeness, and will not betieve that the 
action is ordered by the rules of the eompany. 


Another rule is that boys must not ride on the 
front platform, and many men who want their 
boys to stand with them in the front while they 
smoke quarrelf with the conductor wren he 
tells them that the boys must siay inside. The 
men also think that the amount of $36 which 
they are required to deposit with the company 
as & guarantee of good faith when they are em- 
ployea is altogether too much, and that the 
company ought to pay them interestor the use 
of the money. Ten of the cars on the line, the 
men say, are worked 13 hours aa day, 

The Superintendent of the Dry Dock Railroad 
Company yesterday posted up notiees of what 
the eompany would do in the stables in Grand- 
street aud Fourteenth-street, and he feels confi- 
dent that the men will be perféctly satistied 
with the terms. They are practically the same 
that have existed for the past year with slight 
modifications. The company promises to givea 
hearing to any, committee of its employes to ar- 
range for the observance ef the rules. On the 

Superintendent's invitation a committee of the 

“men went to bis oftice and read the new rules, 
tog which they appeared to be perfectly satis- 
tied. 

A settlement of the Brooklyn surface railroad 
troubles, which has hung fire for several days, 
was practically decided upon yesterday morn- 
ing at a meeting of the Executive Committee of 
Distriet Assembly No. 75, at which the board 

‘adopted a set of resolutions in effect that the 
men do not demand that the roads be made 
“union” roads, but simply want the number of 
trippers to remain as they are, one-quarter of 
the total number of cars, and the working 
hours to be 10, the work to be done inside of 12 
consecutive hours, 

Yesterday afternoon Secretary Relihan wrote 
to President Lewis of the Brooklyn City Road 
informing him of the action of the Executive 
Committee. 

The Executive Committee visited President 
Richardson of the Atlaptic-Avenue Road yester- 
day and withdrew that section of their demand 
regarding the reinstatement of Driver Galla- 
gher. This aemand Mr. Riehardson had char- 
acterized as av insult,: and had refused to treat 
with the men as long as they persistedinit. He 
,could not confer with them yesterday owing to 

‘the necessity of his appearing in court, but the 
tinal settlement of the differences between him 

; and his employes will be madein a few days. 

The Exeoutive Committee called on President 
Lewis of the Brooklyn City Railroad just be- 
fore 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, after giving 
him time to consider their Secretary’s letter. 
The conference that ensued lasted until after 6 
o’clock. When tbe committes left the office of 
the company Chairman Cooper expressed him- 
self as entirely satistied with the result of the 
conference. President Lewis had met him in a 
proper spirit, he said, and had showed himself 
willing to yield some points of difference if the 
men would yield others, 

Mr. Lewis was assured that the men would no 
longer ask to have only union men employed on 
the road, while the cempany, through Mr. 
Lewis, agreed that the employes should work 
only ;10 hours inside of 12. The subject of 
“trippers” was found to be a stumbling block 
and its settlement was left for the next confer- 
ence. President Lewis insisted that the num- 
ber ef ‘‘trippers,” er ** swing” cars, should be 
increased to one-third the total number of cars 
on the road, while the men wanted the number 
to remain a8 itis at present, one-quarter ef all 
the cars. Both sides agreed, however, that this 
aifference should not cause a tie-up. 


BALDWIN DECLARED NOT GUILTY. 
, The Baldwin murder trial at Elizabeth, 
N. J., has ended, the jury acquitting the prison- 
er without leaving their seats. Judge Van 
Syckel charged the jury strongly in Baldwin’s 
favor, going over the State’s evideace with 
elaborate care. The charge lasted nearly an 
hour, and at its close the fereman said that the 


jury had made up their minds and would not re- 
tire. Then, when the foremanin aloud voice 
said ‘“* Not guilty,’’ the crowd in the room 
cheered, and it was some little time before order 
was restored. When the verdict was announced 
Baldwin sank back in his chair and cried out- 
rizht, while his counsel and friends crowded 
about him and shook his hands. 

Juror Ross was seen later by a TIMES report- 
er, and he said: ‘‘The State was utterly un- 
able to fix the time of the murder or connect 
Baldwin with it in any way.

THE PAPAL ENOYCLICAL. 


IT TREATS OF THE SCHOOL QUESTION AND 
THE GREED FOR GOLD. 

The latest encyclical of Pope Leo XI., 
the publication of which has been noted in the 
cable dispatches, is addressed to the Patriarchs, 
Primates, Archbishops, Bishops, and Catholics 
“in peace and communion with the Apostolis 
See.” It is a lengthy document and opens 
with general thanks for the favors showered 
upen the Pontiff in the year of his golden jubi- 
lee. The Pope goes on to say thatthe people of 
this world are not as mindful of their duties as 
they should be,and that public and private 
morals are much at variance with evangelical 
councils. 

The money kings of America may have been 
on the Pope’s mind when he deeried ‘* the unre- 
strained thirst for wealth which deprives of 
sight those whom it has seized, so that they are 
carried furiously toward their object, often 
without distinguishing between what is just 
and what is wicked, and not infrequently with 
insolent contempt for the poverty of others. 

Possibly the paragraph of most interast to 
Americans is that which treats of public schools 
and the question of religion in education. It 
says: ‘‘Nor can we look to the future without 
fear, because fresh seeds of evil are continu- 
ally sown in the minds of the rising genera- 
tion. You know what the custom is in publio 
schools. These have been stripped of every 
vestige of ecclesiastical authority, and where it 
is most necessary oarefully and zealeusly to in- 
struct the tender minds of the youth In Chris- 
tian duties, the precepts of religion are tor the 
most part not heard. 

“Those who are older underge even a greater 
danger, namely, that of a seience, which is often 
of the kind that serves, not te imbue the minds 
of youth with knowledge of the truth, butrather 
to render them foolish by filling them with mis- 
léading views. Forin giving instruction many 
are anxious to base their teaching on reason 
alone, rejecting divine faito altogether, on 
which grounds, the greatest and mest effulgent 
light being removed, they often fall and de not 
distinguish the truth. Of this class are those 
who say that everything in the world is eorpo- 
real, and that men and beasts have the same 
origin and similar natures; nor are there want- 
ing those who with respect to God, the great 
ruler of all things, the maker of the world, 
doubt whether He exists or not, or fall into the 
mest frightful errors as to His nature after tho 
manner of the pagans, 

“ Hence itis necessary that the very appear- 
ance and form of virtue, law, and duty should 
be altered, so that while they boastfully preach 
the supremacy of reason and hold forth elo- 

uently on the penetrating power of talent, 
they suffer, as it is right they should suffer, the 
penalty due to their _ by being ignorant of 
the noblest things. he mind being corrupted 
by the opinions entertained, the corruption of 
rrorals enters into the veins and marrow of the 
bones, and in men of the present day it eannot 
be cured without the gravest difficulty because, 
onthe one hand, vicious opinions affect their 
judgment as to what is right, and on the other 
the light of Christian faith, which is the begin- 
ning and foundation of justice, is absent. 

‘Rationalism, materialism, and atheism,” 
says the Pope, ‘“‘have begotten Socialism, Com- 
munism, and Nihilism.” He argues that the 
radical tendenoies of the age cannot be over- 
come while the power ef the Gospel is rejected 
and the e60-operation of the church refused. 
The allurementsa of luxury are denounced, the 
virtues with poverty extolled, and the rest of 
the dooument is composed of arguments in re- 
latign to the efficacy of prayer and the divine 
origin and mission of the church. 





PLYMOUTH CHUROH AFFAIRS. 

Considerable business was accomplished 
atthe Plymouth Church meeting in Brooklyn 
last night. It was reported thatthe testimonial 
to the Rev. 8. B. Halliday amounted to $2,650, 
and was contributed by 50 members of the 
church. The Committes on Amendments to the 
Church Rules proposed several changes. The 
term Pastoral Helper was changed to Assistant 


Pastor, and a Committee on Church Work, to 
look after the Sunday schoels'and missions, was 
instituted... This committee will consist of the 
Pastor, six members of thechuronh, one Deacon, 
one Trustee, and one member of the society, 
who are to be chosen annually. The resignation 
of Mr. Halliday as Deacon was accepted. L. W. 
Manchester was made a Deacon to fill the va- 
cancy. 

The report of the committee to whom was re- 
ferred the invitation of the Congregational 
Club to join im the work of thechurch extension 
movement 1p Brooklyn was accepted. While 
the church had been ignored by the club at the 
first it was discovered that 1t had not been in- 
tentional. Messrs. Raymond, Shearman, and 
Christensen were appointed a eommittee to co- 
operate with committees from other Congrega- 
tional churches ia the matter. 





FAILURE OF A DES MOINES FIRM. 

Des Mornss, Jan. 18.—The firm of Barnett 
& Lichtenstein, preprietors ef what is known as 
the “ B. and L.” department store, the largest 
retail mercantile establishment in Des Moines, 
failed to-day with liabilities which, it 1s said) 
will reach $75,000. Claims aggregating up- 
ward of $30,000 have already been filed and 
papers for attachment are being made out fo: 
numerous other claimants. ° 

Among those already filed are claims of J. V. 
Farwell for $7,500; lewa National Bank, $4,500; 
N. Elkson, $3,500; H. Barnett, $2,985; Frank 
Solomon, $2,000; M. Hecht, $3,094. The Iowa 
National Bank initiated the movement by filing 
an attachment. Aradsireel’s agency here has 
received notification from ereditors in New- 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Rochester, Troy, 
Buffalo, ana other points, and from this source 
itis learned the firm has not for some time 
been considered sound in financial cireles. 

Both members of the firm were formerly part- 
ners im the boot and shoe business ip Chicago 
and failed. Lichtenstein subsequently engaged 
in business in Missouri and again failed. They 
came te Des Moines about a year and a haif ago 
with a supposed capital of $50,000.

NO IOBACCO TRUST.

THE GROWERS ALONE RESPONSIBLE 
FOR TROUBLE IN THE TRADE. 
Some comment was caused among tobacco 
men last night by a dispatch from Louisville to 
the effect that a circular had been addressed to 
the Louisville Tobacco Dealers’ Assoeiation by 
13 of the largest manufactures in the country, 
demanding uniform inspection for all ware- 
houses in Louisville, that warehousemen be 


responsible in case the tobacco is not as good 
as the samples, and that there be no bidding by 
warehousemen or their employes. The ware- 
housemen refused to agree te these terms, and 


the dispatch intimated that a tobacco trust was 


being formed by the manufacturers to get con- 
trol of the market in Leuisville and other parts 
of the country. Representatives of the Loril- 
lards ana others were said to have remained 
away from the auctions in that city. 

Pierre Lorillard and Pierre Lorillard, Jr., 
were both out of town last night. The former 
is in Charleston, S. C., and the Jatter at Tuxedo. 
A gentleman whose close relations with the 
famuy are such as toenable him to speak with 
authority on the mattersaid: ‘The trouble, if 
there is any, is being made by the tobacco 
growers themselves. Last year they tried tu 
get foreign capital to come in and loan money 
on their stocks so that they could keepit in 
store and run the price up. I do not take any 
Stock in the report from Louisville. Of course 
there is some sort of an understanding between 
the big tebacco men, but it does not amount to 
anything, and I do not know that it concerns 
this matter. 

“As toa tobacco trust, I am able to say posi- 
ively that the Lorillards are notinone. Some 
of the big tobacco men discussed the idea of 
forming a trust about four months ago, but 
nothing was done aboutit. It has also been dis- 
cussed at other times. The idea was not thought 
feasible, and I do not believe that itia. I know 
that Pierre Lorillard does not approve of a to- 
bacco trust. He does not think that there is any 
mouey 10 one, and there are other reasons why 
he would not go into one. One thing, however, 
is pretty eertain, and that is that the price of 
tobacco will go higher than itis now. This fact 
is due to the partial failure of the crop now 
being cured.” 





A OONSPIRACY TO BLAOKMAIL. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan. 18.—The cases of 
Henry Fiynn and Michael John Flaherty, 
charged with assault in the first degree and 
with conspiracy 10 blackmail George W. Lumb, 


a leading manufacturer, came before Recorder 
Dorland this afternoon. 

Only the prosecution put in testimony, show- 
ing hew Mrs. Fiynn Jured Lumb into her room, 
the sudden appearance of her husband and 
Flaherty, the threat to murder Lumb, and also 
showing by witnesses that conversations were 
heard between Flynn and his wife a week be- 
fore indicating a conspiracy, 

The defense declined to show their hand, and 
tne bail of each prisuner was fixed at $700 and 
the case adjourned till to-morrow. 





A BANK'S CHARTER FORFEITED. 
ALBANY, Jan. 18.—In the United States Cir- 
cuit Court to-day, before Judge William J. Wal- 
lace, the case of William L. Trenholm, Con- 


troller of the United States Treasury, against 
the First National Bank of Auburn, whose 
beoks showed that the bank’s charter had been 
renewed only a few days prior to its bank- 
ruptcy on Jan. 21, 1883, was examined. The 
evidence ef F. M. Hayes, Receiver of the bank, 
showed large overdrafts by customers, the em- 
hbezziement by Charlies O’Brien, the absconding 
Cashier, explaining the balance. The dunk’s 
charter was decreed to be forfeited.

THE WATER KEEPS THEM ODT. 


OKLAHOMA IS AT PRESENT ON THE 
SAFE SIDE OF A FLOOD. 

GAINESVILLE, Texas, Jan. 18.—The boomers 
are pouring into Okiahoma by hundreds. With- 
in the last three days 500 wagons, some of them 
eoming frem a great distance and from every 
direction, have cressed the Canadian River on 
their way to the coveted lands. The heavy rains 
in the early partef this week have caused the 
Canadian River to be very much swollen, 80 
that teams cannot ford it, and this has caused a 
temporary stoppage of the influx of immigrants 
into Oklahoma Irom that quarter. 

Yesterday more than a hundred families 
camped in the vicinity of Pureel!l waiting for 
the water to subside, and to-day the number 
Was increased by rearly as manymore. The 
movers are equipped with tents and movable 
houses, and announce their purpose ef going 
into the territory to stay. They say that if 
they are driven out they willcamp on the line 
and be ready to return just as soon as the in- 
hibition is removed. 

So far there 1s no indication of any purposeon 
the part of the Government either to prevent 
them from going into the territory or to drive 
out those who nave pitched their tents. There 
are no Government troops interfering in any 
manner with the boomers, and the latter con- 
clude that the Government will net melest 
them after they bave gotten in and obtained «a 
foothold. There is great excitement at Purcell, 
where the boomers are cengregating, and the 
people there have concluded that Oklahoma is 
now virtually opened up to settlement.

STATE’S LAWMAKERS 


TEN BILLS TO IMPROVE RAIL- 
ROAD SERVIOK. 
WLAWS SAID TO EXIST IM THAT 


TIGATION ORDERED. 

ALBaXY, Jan. 18.—Senator Walker intreduced 
in the Senate to-day 10 railroad bills prepared 
by the Railroad Commissioners. Nine of them 
were before the Legislature last year. The 


tenth and new bill provides for the plaeing of 
@ Fahrenheit thermometer about the middle of; 


every passenger car running within this State, 
and for the maintaining of the temperature at 
the point of 70°, under a penalty’ of $10-for 
each car. 

The first Dill is an amendment to an act to 


create a Board ef Railroad Commisioners, de- - 


fining and regulating their duties and powers. 
It provides that whenever, in the judgment ef 
the board, it shall appear that any repair is 
necessary upon any railroad, or any addition to 
the rolling stock, change of the stations, addi- 
tional terminal facilities, or that any change im 
the rates or fare for transportation.is reason- 
able to promote the security, convenienge, and 


accommodation of the publie, the board shall 
notify and intorm the corporation in writing, 
after giving an opportunity for a full hear- 
ing, and shall fix the time within which 
the same shall be made. Jt shall be 
the duty of the corporation to comply 
with these recommendations. The Supreme 
Court, at Special Term, shail have power, in its 
aiscretion, in all cases of recommendations by 
said boaré, to compel compliance therewith by 
mandamus, subject, however, to appeal to the 
Gevera! Term and to the Courtof Appeals. 
In ali actions or procsedings brought by the At- 
torney-Generai to recever penalties imposed by 
law or to compel compliance with the recom- 
mendations of the board, or brought in pur- 
suance of areport made to him by the board, 
the findings of the board shall be prima facie 
evidence of the facts therein stated, and the 
recommendatiens ef the board shall be deemed 
prima facie to be just and reasonable, 

The second bill says that wnenever arailroad, 
ceustructed or extenaed after the passage of 
the act in this State, shall cross a railroad, 
street, right of way, turnpike, or plankroad, 
the railroad must be earried either over or 
under the same, except in certain eases pro- 
vided for 1n the act. 

The railroad must build and maintain such 
bridges, abutments, and approaches as shall 
make the same convenient and suitable for 
travel upon the way. 

The most important sectien of the third bill 
states that on and after June 1, 1889, every 
street surface railroad of the State shall sannu- 
ally remove **20 per cent. of all ‘oentre-bear- 
ing’ rails, and substitute in place thereef the 
‘tram’ or some other kind ef rail not the ‘centre- 
bearing’ rail when required by the loeal author- 
ities so todo. Such ‘tram’ or other rail shall be 
in all cases approved by the local authorities, 
and shall pe of such shape and se laid as to per- 
mit the paving stones to come in close contact 
with the projection which serves te guide the 
flange of the car wheel.” . 

The fourth bili makes it lawful for any rail- 
road corporation to contract with any other 
railroad corporation for the use of thelr re- 
spective roads on condition that the road so 
leased cr contracted with shall form a continu- 
ous route with any part of the railroad or 
branches thereof with which the lease or con- 
tract is made. This cannot be, however, if 
roads rum on parallel or competing lines. 

The sixth bill provides that it shall not be 
lawful for any railroad corporation doing busi- 
ness in this State to make any written or other 
contract, or to allow auy rebate or advantage 
for the shipment of freight over or on its road, 
conditioned, directly or indirectly, that the 
owner, consignee, or any other person shall not 
ship or receive, as the case May be, any goods, 
merchandise, or produce over or upon any 
canal owned by the State. 

The seventh bill imposes a fine of $250 and 
an additional penalty for each day’s neglect im 
falling to eke ah angual repert withia the 
time prescribed by law. 

The eighth bill makes every railroad corpo- 
ratien responsible in damages to amy person or 
corporation whese buildings or other property 
may be injured by tire communicated directly 
or indirectly by locomotive sparks, and shall 
have an insurable interest in the po ged 
along its route, for which it may be so held re- 
sponsible and may procure insurance thereon in 
its own behalf. 

The ninth pill imposes a fine of $100 for eack 
offense upon a railway eompany that neglects 
to place an iron railing on the sides of the roof 
of every freight and boxear. The rail shall be 
not less than eight inches in height. 

The first matter that eame pefore Senator 
Fassett, who, in the absence of. Lieut.-Gov. 
Jones, presided for the firat time in the Senate, 
Was a petition from the Board of Aldermen of 
New-York urging the Legislature to amend the 
Sunday liquor law. 

Senator lves intreduced a bill whieh is an im- 
provement on tbat offered by Mr. Linson yester- 
day. The Ives bill strikes out the section of 
the Coggeshall law which prohibits newspapers 
from publishing reports of the killing of mur- 
derers by electricity in the State prisons. As 
tue law stands—and its constitutionality has 
been questioned—the newspapers are not per- 
mitteu to have representatives upon the scene 
nor to publish the preceedings. The Ives bill 
removes these impediments. 

A squall appeared in the Senate when Senator 
O’ Connor reported from the Cities Committee 
the Brooklyn Aldermanic bill, under which 
Aldermen hereafter are to be elected from 
wards at asalary of $1,500 per year. Thel9 
Aldermen ef to-day serve without compensa- 
tion. The new act will cost the eity $39,000 a 
year and make the board Republican instead of 
Democratic, asit now stands. Senator Canter 
said that he held a letter from Corporatien 
Counsel Jenks of Brooklyn requesting that all 
bills relating to Brooklyn’s munieipal laws be 
submitted to the city authorities before action 
Was taken on them. This bill had not been 
passed upon by the authorities. He would not 
make a motion, only a suggestion, to that end. 
Senator O’Conuor declined to take the sugges- 
tion. Later Senator Pierce attempted the same 
experiment as Cantor, but failed a8 conspicu- 
ously. On Senator Pieree’s motion to recummit, 
Senator Murphy surprised his colleagues by 
voting with the Republicans. 

When the Assembly resolution to have 5,000 
additional copies of the Corkling memorial 
services came into the Senate Mr. Vedder 
moved to make the number 10,000, and Serater 
Grady had his first tussle. He wanted the State 
officers to have 2,000 copies, but Raines insisted 
that 1.000 would be enough, and the Senate 
thought so te. 

The Mount MeGregor Memorial bill, which 
passed the House yesterday, passed the Senate 
and wae laid before the Governor. 

Other Senate bills introduced were: 

By Mr. Worth—Providing for two additional 
State Assessors, one of whom shall reside in New- 
York City and the other in Kiags County. .- 

By Mr. Murphy—for making proper cennection 
between the oid and new aqueducts. 

By Mr. Collins—The Russell Adulteration of Food 
bill of last year. 

By Mr. Pierce—Reducing to 5 per cent. the inter- 
est on mortgage loans. 

Tne members of the Assembly were in sueh 
haste to retarn to their eonstituents that next 
to nothing was done during te-day’s session of 
jess tham an hour. Only eleven bills were in- 
troduced, and only feur of these were of gener- 
fl interest or Importance. Mr. Mase of Dutch- 
ess evidently desires to obtain a lucrative 
berth for some superannuated dootor. He 
wishes to create a State Commission of Lunaey 
to do the work of the present single com- 
mission, and te have general supervision 
over the asylums of the State. The 
vill provides thas the commission shall 
consist ef three members, to be appointed by 
the Governor for a term of six years. The 
Chairman of the commission must bea phy- 
Sicjan who has had at leaet ten years’ experience 
in the management of an institution for the in- 
sane. He will receive a salary of $5,000 a year 
pod expenses. The second member must be a 
lawyer with ten years’ experience, of what sort 
the House does not state. He will receive 
$3,000 a year for his services. The third mem- 
ber of the commission muss be a plain, ordinary, 
nolf-respecting citizen,| presumably without ex- 
perience. He will receive $10 a day for actual 
service. 

Assembiyman Young of Schoharie presented a 
bill to punish brive givers. It provides that 
any persen or persons who give, or attempt te 
xive,a@ bribe before an election shall lose his 
vote at that election. Nething is said about 
bribe takers. 

Timothy D. Sullivan wants the Brooklyn 
Bridge footpath made free and the car fare re- 
duced to 2 cents. 

Cc. C, Clarke presented John Shea's bill of last 
year providing for the erection ef a reception 
hospital to be situated semewhere in the Twen- 
ty-thira Ward, between the Harlem River and 
One Hundred and Seventy-fifth-street.

A bill that ought never te have seen the light

HOISTING SHOT 10 THE DECK. 


FISKE’S ELECTRIC DEVICE FOR 
; USE ON WAR VESSELS. 

One'of the most serviceable appliances of 
electricity aboard ship is a recent invention for 
heistiag ammunition from the magazine pas- 
gages to the upper or fighting decks. The de- 
vice was designed by Lieut. Bradley A. Fiske of 
the United States Navy, and its use ln the seerv- 
ice will soon become general. 

The custemary arrangement for hoisting am- 
munition is an ordinary shell-whip, requiring 
the attendance of at least three men on the 
berth deck and a detail to receive the shot at 
the upper hatches. It has been found that the 
number of men detailed for service at the shell- 


whips was not sufficiently strong to handle the 
new ordnance ritie shelis. The rapidity with 
which the shot for Dahigrens was handled 
couid not be seeured. As a eonsequence the 
powder divisions have had to be increased, or 
else asteam windlass has had to be brought 
into,play which ceuld perform the whole werk. 

The application of steam is advantageous 50 
long as the man tending the steam brake is not 
harmed. Itis to obviate the possibility of uo- 
‘cident in the event of his being shot that the 
‘device of Lient. Fiske has been constructed. 

Suppose that one of the heavy shells belong- 

jag to the new 8-inch or 10-inch ordnaace rifies 
is loaded with ita bursting charge and placed on 
the tray ready for hoisting to the battery deck. 
‘The word being giver, the man at the steam 
brakes everhead commences hoisting. The 
shell, perhaps, has got half way, or three-quar- 
ters the distance up through the line of hatches, 
when suddenly the man at the brakes falis, 
wounded or dead from the effect of a shot. Up 
the shell continues to go, for the windlass tender 
fell before he could stop the hoist. The tray 
strikes the barrel—something has got to give, 
and witha — the heavily-loaded projectile 
fallsinto the very bowels of the ship. Only a 
miracle could prevent its explosion as a result 
of its plunge from the windiass barrel down to 
the very entrance of the magazine passage. 

‘he feature of Lieut. Fiske’s electric motor 
lies in entailing actual work upon the attendant 
in order to keep the hoisting motor in action. 
The cessation of work en the part of the attend- 
‘ant stops the hoist. The momentum acquired 
will only hoist the projeetile atvot or so after 
the attendant has ceased te work the crank. 
The shell tray will rise a little, fall a little, and 
gradually come to a standstill as a result of the 

‘stoppage of the current’s flow. All that is neces- 
‘sary to eontinue the hoist is te replace the 
‘falien man by another. 

he whole machine is very compact and neat 
in appearanee, taking up comparatively little 
roem. Itsshaft is little more than 36 inches 
leng. One has just been conetructed by the 
Sprague Electrie Motor and Railway Company, 
which was intended for the steel cruiser At- 
lanta. The early departure of that vessel on a 
cruise, however, prevented its being placed 
aboard. The Boston will therefore receive it.

LIABILITY FOK BAGGAGE. 


ALL TRAVELERS SHOULD READ WHAT IS 
PRINTED ON TICKETS. 

Globe trotters should take a warning from 
adecision rendered by Judge Nehrbas, in the 
City Court, Thursday. It was in the case of 
Downey against the Inman Steamship Com- 
pany. The suit was one to recover $500 for loss 
of baggage by the burning of the Inman steam- 


ship City of Mentreal. Louis J. Grant appeared 
for the plaintiff and Henry G. Ward for the com- 


pany. 

The plaintiff proved that he had lost $500 
worth of baggage. The defense was that the 
company was only Hable to the extent of $50, 
as on the ticket it was stipulated that it ac- 
cepted no further responsibility. Sure enough, 
the tickets of the eompany did bear such stipu- 
lation. To strengthen the defensea decision of the 
Court of Appeals, in the case of Steers against the 
Liverpool, New-York, and Philadelphia Steam- 
ship Company was found, in which 1t was said 
concerning such tickets: ‘* In absence of fraud, 
concealment, or improper practice,the passenger 
is supposed to have read the terms of the ticket 
and acquiesced therein.” The plaintiff argued 
that in his case there had been concealment, as 
the stipulation was printed in small type on the 
back, and his attention was not called to it, but 
the ticket was given to himin an envelope, 
Judge Nehrbas, however, charged the jury to 
find a verdict in strict accordance to the lon

TO TEST THE SUBWAYS. 

For the first time since Mayor Hewitt and 
young Commissioner Gibbens haa their final 
dispute, in May last, the Board of Electrical 
Control met in the Mayor’s office yesterday. 
Commissioner Hess resigned the Presidency of 
the board and Mayor Grant was chosen io auc- 
ceed him. The Mayor soon showed that he had 


areal interest in the matter of putting the 
wires under ground. A report was read, stating 
that the length of the subways for telegraph 
and telephone wires is now 2,287,880 feet and 
for electric light wires 316,770 feet. It also 
declared that the conduits are good in every 
respect, although, down town, steam destroys 
the insulation of the wires. : 

The Mayor presented a letter from the attor- 
neys of the United States [lluminating Com- 
pany, declaring that the conduits are not suited 
to the transmission of electricity for lighting

Commizs- 
sioner Gibbens said that some of the statements 
in the letter were untrue. Commissioners Hess 
and Moss declared that they had always desired 
the company to do what it now proposed to do. 
Mayor Grant thought that a test should be made 
under the supervision of the.commission’s elec- 
trieal expert and an expert employed by the 
cempany. His remarks settled the matter.

READING MATTER FOR HOSPITALS. 

The fourteenth annual report of the 
Hospital Book and Newspaper Society, which

AWARD OONFIRMED. 


THE 


SUBURBAN RAPID TRANSIT COMPANY’S 
OBJECTIONS OVERRULED. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court, 
consisting of Presiding - Justice Van Brunt and 
Judges Barrett and Daniels, listenea yesterday 
to argument on objections to the confirmation 
of the report of the new Park Commissioners 
made by the Suburban Rapid Transit Com- 
pany. The other objections have been with- 
Grawn. Exception is taken by the company to 
an award of $500,000 for about 500 aeres of 


land in St. Mary’s, Bronx, and Crotona Parks, 
which make up the company’s route as laid out 
by the Rapid Transit Commissioners. The road 
is completed to One Hundred and Seventieth- 
street only. 

Franklin Bartlett appeared for the city, B. N. 
Harrison and Thomas L. Ogden for the Subur- 
ban, J. 8. Wood fer the East Side and Mount 
Vernon Railroad Company, and numerous other 
counsel for property owners interested in hav- 
ing the matter settled. Judge Barrett suggested 
that the report could be confirmed, and the 

500,000 as awarded to the Suburban could be 

eposited with the court. 

Mr. Harrison objected to this course. He ar- 
gued that the land in question had been taken 
for the railroad reute under the Rapid Transit 
act, and thus having been impressed with one 
public use could not be taken for another unless 
under special designation of the Legislature. 

Ex-Judge Charles P. Daly contended that the 
route of the Suburban had been taken by the 
aet of the Legislature designating the bounda- 
Ties of the parks as much as the property of 
others concerned. Mr. Woedsaid that the route 
of the East Side and Mount Vernon Road began 
where the route of the Suburban ended, in the 
middie of the Bronx River, and therefore his 
company was interested. He declared that the 
effect of the New Parks act was to build a Chi- 
nese Wall across the northern entranee to the 
city. He also claimed that if the act affected 
roads whose routes nad simply been laid out It 
also affected roads im operation. Mr. Bartlett, 
tor the city, was willing to accept the sugges- 
tion of the court. £ 

Judge Van Brunt gave the court’s decision as 
follows: 

“It would appear from the discussion in regard 
to this question that the position of the railroad 
companies is that, simply because a route has been 
laid out over a persou’s lands, the owner has no 
power to sell. 

‘We think that until the land has been actually 
appropriated an owner has the right to sell, and un- 
til that has occurred the Legislature has the power 
to compel a sale by the owner for a public use. In 
both cases it is necessarily subject to vested rights, 
which may have Deen acquired by prelimiuary pro- 
ceedings which are to culminate in the acquirement 
of the title. As to railroads which have been conduct- 
ed there is no question as to their lands being already 
taken. These lands cannot be withdrawn from the 
public railroad use without specific legislation on 
the subject, but where no lands have been acquired 
and the rights are inchoate the owner may sell sub- 
ject to the execution of the act as against his 
grantees. Soapublic use may be authorized and 
the lands takeu and paid for, as an ordinary grantee 
might take and pay for them, subject to the execu- 
tion of the original act. 

“That is, if the Legislature intended such use to 
remain unimpaired. If it did not, the city takes it 
absolutely tor a public use. Ifit did, the city will 
have to yield the property reserved by implication. 
This would be a natural solution on the part of the 
Legislature where large blocks of land are involved, 
small parts of which are impressed with one use 
and the rest with’ another, there —- necessary 
great difficulty in specifying these small parcels in 
vhe act itself. 

‘We think, therefore, that the proper disposition 
would be to contirm the report, subject to the mghts 
of those railroads, it any exist, to acquire title to 
the lands as against the city embraced within their 
pecnome route. If they havearight to so acquire,they 

ave it preserved, and that disposes of this whole 
question equitably as between the parties without 
impairing any vested rights acquired, and pretect- 
ing the rights of the owners as against righisjwhioh 
may be claimed to exist and which may finally ap- 
pear never to have existea.”

COLLISION WI1ZH A SCHOONER. 


ACCIDENT TO THE STEAMER RICHMOND 
OFF BARNEGAT. 

The steamer Richmond of the Old Domin- 
jon Line returned to port yesterday with a 
much damaged larboard side. She bad in tow 
the eoal-laden schooner Jacob Reed, with which 
she had been in collision off Barnegat Thursday 
night. 

The Richmond left New-York Thursday after- 
noon with a oargo of general merchandise, 


bound for West Point, Va. When about 12 
miles south-southeast of Barnegat, in the midst 
ofa deuse fog, her commander, Capt. Jenney, 
heard the hoarse notes of a fog horn sounding 
Over the water. ‘It was,’ he said yesterday, 
‘about 11:40 o’clock, I think, and just at that 
time our course was about southeast. As soon 
as [heard the fog horn I ordered the speed re- 
duced ene-half. Befere many moments had 
elupsed the red light of a schooner shone 
through the fog on our pert side, 
and almost immediately the vessel was 
upon us. She struck us four times al- 
together, the wind blowing too lightly 
to carry her ejear of us, though giving her suf- 
ticient impetus to do much damage to our sides, 
The first Dlow was struck on our pert side, near 
the fore rigging, tearing away tbe bulwarks 
and breaking olf the bowsprit of the schoener 
baek at the kuightheads. The other three 
eharges the schooner made at us were further 
aft, ene time cutting into the house close to two 
berths where the ftiremen were sleeping. A 
large portion of the port bulwark was stove in, 
about 20 feet of the hurricane deek were torn 
away, and the lifeboats on the port quarter 
wore stove.” 

The bow of the scheoner was badly damaged, 
and the vessel was leaking when ber attack on 
the iren hull of the Riohmend was over. Luck- 
ily there were no passengers on board the 
Richmond, and all panic was avoided. Haa 
the force of the wind been greater, the speed 
of the heavy schooner would probably have 
carried her through the Richmond’s hull, and 
she would have met the same fate that befell 
the United States steamer Tallapoosa and, it 
is supposed, the Oregon. As it was, the Jacob 
Reed was geing at the rate of but three miles 
an hour, and consequently continually rebound- 
ed from the Richmond, 

The Richmond is about 1,102 toms measure- 
ment, of iron, and was built in Richmond, Va., 
in 1873. The Jacob Reed is a three-masted 
schoener of 457 tons and was built in 1882. 
Her damages will not amount to more than 
$300, while the repairs on the Richmond will 
probably equal five times that amount.

OZOKERITE FROM UTAH. 

A carload of ozokerite, or natural. min- 
eral wax, lay at Pier 5 North River yesterday, 
which had just arrived from Utah oil fields, 114 
miles from Salt Lake City. The natural paraf- 
fine was discovered two years ago by J. Wallace 
of this city when explorations of oil fields in 
Celorado and Utah were made. It has now 
been found in quantities and is being mined for 
use in this country. About 500 tons a year 
have been used in the United States, and it nas 
come from Moldavia and Galicia, Austria. It 
is used for adulteration of beeswax, the manu- 
facture of candles and wax paper, and reeently 
as a water-proof insulator for electric wires. 

The specimens from Utah of osokerite melt 

_&t 160° to 190°, while the highest grade paraf- 
fine melts at 142°. The mineral wax Varies 
from black to a yellowish tinge. It is found in 
veins from 5 to 10 inches through. Specimens 
of the paraffine are on exhibition at Room 155 
in the Stewart Building.
